As  a  dealer  specializing  in  proof  and  mint  state  Franklin 
half  dollars,  and  having  written  three  books  on  the 
series,  there  was  a  period  many  years  ago  when  I  often 
had  the  opportunity  to  acquire  mint  state  and  proof  coins 
of  the  era  that,  with  the  passage  of  time,  have  acquired 
the  status  of  "finest  known"  by  the  major  PCGS  and 
NGC  grading  services'.

I  usually  had  to  pay  strong  premiums  to  acquire 
these  gems,  and  Dr.  Bruhn  was  a  collector  who  under¬ 
stood  that,  to  get  the  very  best,  one  had  to  pay  for  it.

Over  the  years,  I  have  often  wondered  if  and  when  Dr. 
Bruhn  ever  planned  to  sell  his  collection,  as  I  vividly 


recalled  many  of  the  memorable,  irreplaceable  pieces  in 
his  collection  to  this  day.  If  you  are  a  collector  or 
investor,  there  are  many,  many  pieces  in  the  collection 
of  Dr.  Bruhn  which  deserve  very  careful  consideration, 
as  there  are  coins  in  this  auction  that  one  really  will  not 
be  able  to  find  in  the  eye-appealing  condition  being 
offered,  on  today's  market. 

Most  of  his  collection  is  also  very  conservatively  graded. 
For  example,  most  of  his  proof  and  mint  state  Franklin 
half  dollars  were  acquired  before  PCGS  and  NGC  began 
offering  their  CAMEO/DCAM/ULTRA  designations  for 
proof  coins,  and  the  "FBL"  designation  for  mint  state 
Franklin  halves.  Rest  assured,  many  of  the  Franklin 
halves  in  Dr.  Bruhn's  collection  would  receive  one  of 
those  designations  if  re-graded  today!

Dr.  Arnold  Bruhn: 

My  Personal  History  of  Collecting 


I  can  hardly  recall  a  time  when  I  did  not  collect  coins. 

I  recall  sorting  through  my  parent's 
change  when  I  was  five  years  old  and 
living  in  Long  Beach,  California.  I  had  a 
penny  collection  displayed  in  the  clas¬ 
sic  spiffy  blue  Whitman  coin  folder. 
Then  I  graduated  to  nickels,  particular¬ 
ly  Buffalos,  which  I  loved.  That  was 
back  in  the  1940s  when  Buffalos  were 
pocket  change,  and  my  little  boy  fantasies  centered  on 
the  Wild  West,  cowboys  and  Indians. 

Dimes  and  more  expensive  "minors"  were  beyond  the 
budget  of  a  kid  from  a  military  (navy)  family.  In  those 
days  a  big  Hershey  bar  cost  five  cents.  One  reason  my 
teeth  are  still  relatively  good  today  is  that  I  loved  Buffa¬ 
los  more  than  candy  bars. 

After  my  father  was  transferred  to  Cleveland,  Ohio  in 
1950,  a  nightly  search  of  my  father's  pocket  change 
yielded  a  1927-S  Liberty  quarter  in  VF  to  XF.  Wow,  what 
a  find!  That  was  two  and  a  half  week's  allowance.  Did  I 
ever  beg  and  grovel! 

My  mother  worked  for  Jansen's  Swedish  bakery  in 
Cleveland,  just  down  the  street  from  where  I  went  to 
Victory  Heights  elementary  school  in  South  Euclid.  As 
a  reward  for  being  a  latch  key  kid  and  letting  her  work 
without  complaining,  Mom  gave  me  a  cream  puff  and 
let  me  sort  through  the  coins  in  the  bakery  register  on 
my  way  home  from  school  each  day.  I  found  many  Indi¬ 
an  cents,  V  nickels,  Barber  coins,  and  key  date  Buffs.  If 
I  found  a  keeper,  it  went  in  my  collection.  Mom  was 
terrific! 

Dad  retired  from  the  navy  in  1953,  and  mom  and  I  left 
Cleveland  for  Portland,  Oregon  that  summer  prior  to  his 
retirement  on  the  old  Union  Pacific  train  We  had  a  brief 
stopover,  and  I  talked  her  into  shopping  at  a  Chicago  coin 
store — my  reward  for  being  a  good  traveling  companion. 
As  a  special  treat,  my  mother  let  me  buy  the  coin  that 
filled  out  my  Lincoln  collection — a  1909-S  VBD — a  nice, 
clean  XF  for  $8.  My  mother  could  not  believe  any  penny 
was  worth  $8.  But  a  promise  was  a  promise. 

As  a  seventh  grader  in  Portland,  Oregon,  I  maintained 
my  interest  in  coins  and  connected  with  an  elderly 
retired  gentleman  who  collected  old  type  coins.  He  sold 


me  a  run  of  early  bust  halves — 1800  through  1807  for 
about  $10  each  in  XF-AU.  I  did  not  realize  what  a  terrific 
deal  I  got  until  years  later  when  I  found  the  halves  were 
worth  20  times  what  I  paid.  They  were  beautiful  coins. 

When  I  was  a  senior  in  high  school  in  1959,  I  met  a  man 
who  was  retiring  from  a  mom  and  pop  retail  business 
after  many,  many  years.  He  had  saved  every  Buffalo, 
every  Standing  Liberty  and  Barber  coin,  every  pre-1935 
Lincoln,  all  silver  dollars,  etc.  He  saved  them  in  white  10 
gallon  buckets. 

There  were  dozens  and  dozens  of  ten  gallon  buckets  in 
his  basement. 

For  some  reason,  local  coin  dealers  did  not  want  to 
mess  around  with  them. 

For  days  I  sorted  through  them  and  bought  the  lot  of  the 
then  collectible  coins  for  dealer  buy  prices — a  good  deal 
for  him  and  a  great  one  for  me.  Even  if  I  nearly  went 
blind  in  the  process. 

I  became  a  mail  order  coin  dealer  in  the  1960s  and  large¬ 
ly  paid  my  way  through  college  selling  the  coins  by  mail. 

I  had  enough  money  left  over  to  buy  my  own  ticket  to 
Chile  after  graduation  and  play  basketball  for  Universidad 
Catholica  in  Santiago  with  a  buddy  of  mine.  I  wasn't  a 
great  basketball  player — he  had  been  all  Navy  and  a  solid 
college  player — but  I  had  a  lot  of  fun.  And  of  course  I 
bought  more  coins  while  I  was  there — their  prices  were 
several  years  behind  stateside  prices  for  US  coins. 

Coins  have  treated  me  very,  very  well,  to  paraphrase 
something  Sammy  Sosa  might  have  said  if  he  collected. 

I  learned  a  lot  about  history,  I  learned  a  lot  about  eco¬ 
nomics  and  commerce,  and  I  made  a  lot  of  friends 
among  collectors. 

After  I  got  married  in  1967,  I  abandoned  my  collecting 
and  in  1972  even  sold  most  of  my  old  collection  to  a 
friend  when  I  left  Oregon  for  graduate  school  at  Duke. 

In  the  1980s,  I  began  to  get  the  old  itch  to  collect,  and  I 
decided  to  work  on  a  collection  of  Canadian  silver  dol¬ 
lars,  which  I  loved.  The  mintages  were  microscopic  in 
relationship  to  Morgans.  I  built  a  wonderfully  satisfying 
collection  through  Bob  Rogers,  then  president  of  the 
Canadian  dealers,  but  I  wanted  to  do  more.  I  had  always 
loved  Franklin  Halves.  "Why  Franklins",  you  might  ask. 
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There  were  many  reasons.  The  first  Franklin  rolled  off 
the  presses  in  1948  when  I  was  in  first  grade.  In  those 
days  few  kids  collected  Franklins — fifty  cents  was  a  lot 
of  money.  But  I  liked  them.  The  series  concluded  in 
1963  when  I  graduated  from  college.  The  series  parallels 
a  lot  of  my  personal  history.  Franklins  were  around  me  in 
abundance  throughout  my  growing  up  years. 

In  high  school  we  were  required  to  read  Franklin's  Auto¬ 
biography,  a  classic  and  early  example  of  the  memoir 
genre.  I  loved  the  fact  that  Franklin  was  into  self 
improvement  and  journaled  to  encourage  his  own 
growth  process.  I  tried  that  also  and  experienced  some 
of  the  same  disappointments  he  did — self  improvement 
was  hard!  During  the  60s  I  taught  high  school  English  for 
six  years.  Of  course  I  chose  to  teach  Franklin.  I  loved  it, 
but  many  of  my  students  could  not  relate  to  Ben.  Per¬ 
haps  it  was  just  that  I  was  closer  to  his  generation. 

Franklin,  of  course,  bridged  our  colonial  period  with  Eng¬ 
land  and  our  early  history  as  an  independent,  self  eman¬ 
cipated  colony.  I  was  inspired  by  his  history.  He  was 
born  to  humlqle  circumstances,  the  15th  of  17  children 
(!)  His  father  was  a  tallow  chandler.  He  had  little  formal 
education,  ending  after  three  years  at  age  10.  After  that 
he  bought  his  own  books  and  taught  himself.  He 
endured  physical  abuse  so  severe  from  an  older  brother, 
James,  who  apprenticed  him  into  the  printing  trade  that 
he  ran  away  from  home  in  Boston  and  relocated  to 
Philadelphia.  He  arrived  in  Pennsylvania  with  hardly  two 
pennies  to  rub  together.  He  saved  money  to  buy  books 
by  eating  less  and  skipping  one  meal  entirely.  By  the 
time  he  died,  he  was  reputed  to  be  the  wealthiest  man 
in  the  colonies,  having  invented  the  printing  press  and  in 
effect  franchised  many  print  shops.  If  they  had  any  such 
thing  then,  he  would  have  won  the  Nobel  Prize  in 
physics  for  his  work  with  electricity.  He  invented  the 
Franklin  stove,  the  lightning  rod,  and  the  Franklin  spec¬ 
tacles  (all  of  which  survive  today  in  similar  form)  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  improving  the  printing  press  enormously.  He 
wrote  the  extremely  popular  and  influential  Poor 
Richard's  Almanack  anonymously  under  the  pseudo¬ 
nym,  Richard  Saunders.  He  created  the  free  library  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  US.  He  was  a  masterful  writer,  a  skilled  leader 
and  diplomat,  and  a  man  of  enormous  judgment.  He 
helped  craft  the  Declaration  of  Independence  from  Eng¬ 
land,  which  he  also  signed.  Franklin — an  industrious  man 


of  huge  energy  and  talent  who  was  committed  to  a  life¬ 
time  of  self  improvement — was  an  incredible  founding 
father.  For  me,  Franklin  was  a  sort  of  mentor  or  second 
father. 

Professionally,  as  a  clinical  psychologist,  I  was  so 
impressed  by  Franklin  as  a  personality  that  I  used  a 
system  of  personality  assessment  I  developed — 
derived  from  the  Cognitive-Perceptual  theory  of  per¬ 
sonality — to  analyze  Franklin's  personal  memories.  He 
was  the  first  famous  person  whose  memories  I  ana¬ 
lyzed  in  this  fashion. 

I  became  interested  in  collecting  Franklins  after  silver 
speculators  ran  silver  over  $50  an  ounce  and  tens  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  Franklins  (which  had  received  minimal  respect 
from  collectors)  were  dumped  into  the  melting  pot. 
What  was  never  a  rare  coin  or  saved  much  by  collectors 
suddenly  became  much  rarer.  I  loved  Franklins  anyway. 
Now  I  had  a  rational  reason  for  loving  them. 

I  contacted  a  specialist,  Rick  Tomaska,  and  talked  to  him 
about  putting  together  a  world  class  collection.  He 
stopped  dead  silent  for  a  minute  over  the  phone,  cleared 
his  throat,  and  said,  "You  know,  this  collector  from  Sili¬ 
con  Valley  has  been  putting  together  a  fabulous  collec¬ 
tion  of  Franklins  for  a  number  of  years.  He  has  worked 
with  me  and  a  number  of  the  best  specialists  in  the 
country.  I  don't  have  it  now,  but  it  should  be  coming  in  a 
few  weeks.  Are  you  interested?"  He  told  me  he  thought 
it  was  the  best  collection  by  far  he  had  ever  seen. 

A  couple  of  weeks  later  he  called  me  back.  After  some 
negotiations,  I  wrote  him  a  check  for  the  lot.  I  acquired 
the  Silicon  Valley  collection  in  1988  when  PCGS  did  not 
like  color  coins,  when  PCGS  never  gave  Franklins  a 
grade  above  MS  65  except  in  a  tiny  handful  of  cases — 
and  I  bought  all  the  best  of  these  high  grade  coins  I 
could  find.  The  four  MS  66s  I  did  not  buy  from  Rick  were 
all  pop  1  early  D  mints— the  best  and  the  only  one  of 
their  grades.  The  set  of  four  cost  an  ungodly  amount  for 
the  time. 

From  there  on  I  sought  to  improve  what  I  had,  buying 
both  from  Rick,  who  has  a  tremendous  eye  for  quality, 
and  David  Hall,  among  others.  NGC  then  began  grading 
a  few  MS  66  color  Franklins— often  spectacular  coins.  I 
bought  the  nicest  I  could  find.  Rick's  invoices  to  me  ran 
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to  27  pages,  including  many  coins  on  approval  which  I 
examined  diligently,  buying  only  the  best. 

I  also  bought  a  set  of  Franklin  proofs  from  Rick,  via  the 
same  Silicon  Valley  collector.  They  were  astounding — 
screaming  white  blazers  with  incredible,  almost  unreal 
cameo. 

But  in  those  days,  PCGS  did  not  have  a  Cameo  or  deep 
Cameo  designation. 

Because  of  my  client  relationship,  Rick  asked  me  to 
lobby  David  Hall  to  petition  PCGS  to  modify  its  approach 
to  grading.  After  many  months  of  requesting,  begging 
and  in  the  end  groveling,  I  helped  in  a  small  way  to 
induce  PCGS  to  change  its  grading  designation.  The 
same  process  occurred  with  respect  to  full  bell  lines  on 
Franklin  business  strikes,  which  Rick  used  in  his  coin 
grading  but  PCGS  did  not.  After  a  lot  of  negotiation  as  to 
grading  standards,  PCGS  adopted  Rick's  standards 
almost  in  their  entirety,  aided,  I  would  imagine,  by  Rick's 
grading  sets. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  Cameo  and  full  bell  line 
standards  are  primarily  Rick's  concept  and  work.  I  feel 
pleased  to  have  had  a  small  role  to  play  in  lobbying  for 
those  changes.  In  this  way  I  could  contribute  as  a  coin 
student  and  pay  back  a  hobby  that  had  given  me  so 
much  over  the  years. 

Once  more  in  the  right  spot  at  the  right  time,  I  was  able 
to  purchase  in  tact  the  finest  set  of  proof  Washington 
quarters  Rick  had  ever  seen.  Later  I  improved  on  it  by 
purchasing  a  1957  PR  69  DCAM  coin  and  a  few  others 
that  looked  better  than  modern  proofs.  There  are  sever¬ 
al  coins  in  that  set  that  must  be  the  best,  or  as  good,  as 
anything  graded  for  their  dates.  In  my  opinion  the  Wash¬ 
ington  proof  quarter  set  is  the  most  amazing  set  of  mod¬ 
ern  proofs  I  have  ever  seen  and  perhaps  the  best  ever 
assembled. 

For  me  it  is  fitting  to  auction  the  Franklin  collection  in 
Franklin's  300th  birthday  year — he  was  born  on  January 
17,  1706.  It  has  been  an  honor  and  a  great  pleasure  to 
put  this  collection  together,  and  I  hope  that  new  collec¬ 
tors  will  enjoy  them  as  much  as  I  have. 

The  single  coin  that  has  excited  me  as  much  as  any  in 
my  collection  is  the  Norweb  specimen  1902-S  silver  dol¬ 


lar  in  MS  67.  In  those  days,  PCGS  with  much  fanfare  and 
considerable  expense  developed  a  coin  scan  computer¬ 
ized  grading  program.  This  coin  easily  outdistanced  its 
nearest  competitor  by  two  points,  racking  up  an  MS  67.3 
or  67.4  as  I  recall.  An  amazing  coin  for  that  date — noth¬ 
ing  even  close!  And  the  color— a  gunmetal  blue  with  a 
pinkish  aura.  Just  incredible!  That  coin  was  purchased 
from  David  Hall  in  1 988  for  $39,000  as  I  recall,  and  worth 
every  penny.  The  coin  subsequently  made  a  two  year 
tour  of  the  world  with  the  World's  Finest  Silver  Dollar 
collection  to  huge  press  and  TV  coverage.  I  was  pleased 
to  share  the  beauty  of  this  coin  with  the  public. 

Although  I  originally  had  intended  to  put  together  a  world 
class  dollar  collection,  I  quickly  found  there  was  a  lot  of 
competition... and  then  I  met  Rick  who  encouraged  my 
interest  in  Franklins.  Such  is  life.  I  think  of  it  as  being  in 
the  right  place  at  the  right  time.  Building  a  Franklin  set 
enabled  us  to  contribute  to  the  field  and  identify  and 
assemble  coins  that  had  never  before  been  recognized 
as  'special'. 

Unfortunately,  my  daughters  are  not  coin  collectors,  and 
so  the  time  has  come  to  return  this  collection  to  a  fra¬ 
ternity  of  collectors  who  will  love  the  coins  as  much  as  I 
have.  I  hope  you  will  enjoy  these  as  much  as  I  have  in 
owning  and  acquiring  them. 

Oh  yes.  One  Franklin  story.  In  2001  the  Society  of  Per¬ 
sonality  Assessment  held  its  annual  convention  in 
Philadelphia  for  probably  the  first  time  ever.  I  was  very 
excited  because  I  wanted  to  visit  the  'shrine'  of  my 
hero — the  Franklin  museum,  the  liberty  bell  which  looks 
just  as  it  does  on  the  Franklin  half,  etc.  As  I  was  walking 
toward  the  museum,  something  green  whipped  by  in  a 
swirling  early  spring  wind?  I  grabbed  at  it  as  it  flew 
around  the  entrance  to  a  bank  in  a  sort  of  dustless  dust 
devil.  To  my  surprise,  there  was  Franklin's  famous  por¬ 
trait  greeting  me — on  a  $100  bill. 

I  kept  the  bill  as  a  souvenir. 

I  like  to  think  it  was  Ben's  way  of  saying  hello. ..and 
thanks  for  caring.  ■

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1792  Silver  Half  Disme.  NCS  graded  Almost  Uncirculated  Details.  It  is  widely  believed  this  famous  "hall  disme”  as  the  denomination  on  it  reads,  was  struck 
in  the  cellar  mint  ol  John  Harper  at  Sixth  and  Cherry  Streets  or  at  another  facility  in  a  coach  house  at  Sixth  Street  above  Chestnut.  Why  not  strike  the  coin  at 
the  government  mint?  Because  the  mint  did  not  exist,  and  neither  the  chiei  coiner  nor  the  assayer  of  the  mint  had  yet  posted  bonds  which  would  have  allowed 
them  to  begin  coinage  of  silver  and  gold. 

Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd,  author  of  the  definitive  work  on  United  States  Pattern  coinage,  considered  the  1792  Half  Disme  to  be  a  Pattern.  However,  there  are  those 
who  cite  President  Washingtons  letter  of  1792  as  assigning  it  official  status  as  a  circulating  coin:  “There  has  been  a  small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half  dismes, 
the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  first  attention  to  them.”  Be  that  as  it  may,  numismatic  purists  have  for  over  150  years  yearned  to  own  these 
delightful  remainders  of  our  fledgling  nationhood.  An  estimated  1,500  pieces  were  struck. 

This  is  an  attractive  coin  in  spite  of  its  few  problems,  one  whose  main  design  is  well  stamped  into  the  planchet  by  the  dies,  with  a  petite  eagle  for  the  reverse,  and 
a  matronly  head  of  Liberty  with  short  curls  for  the  obverse.  Date  1792  below  the  curved  truncation.  A  legendary  early  half  dime  and  one  certain  to  delight  its 
next  owner  with  hours  of  study  and  enjoyment  (#11020) 
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1792  Silver  Half  Disme.  PCGS  graded  AU-50.  A  beautiful  example  of  the  nation’s  first  officially  authorized  silver  coin,  a  coin  whose  story  includes  both  Pres¬ 
ident  Washington  and  Thomas  Jefferson,  Secretary  of  State  in  Washington’s  cabinet.  It  is  a  coin  whose  popularity  never  ebbs  let  alone  is  forgotten.  Splendid  dove 
gray  with  lovely  toning  showing  subtle  highlights  of  gold  and  pale  blue  in  the  fields.  Glossy  overall,  a  bit  reflective  in  the  fields,  and  free  of  major  problems.  PCGS 
#2637761  for  those  who  like  to  keep  tabs  on  the  provenance  of  America’s  great  rarities.  No  obvious  adjustment  marks  are  present.  As  someone  noted  a  few  years 
ago  when  referencing  this  1792  issue,  it  is  truly  unusual  how  a  group  of  workers,  inexperienced  in  working  with  precious  metal  coinage  to  a  specified  weight  stan¬ 
dard,  could  produce  both  planchets  and  strike  finished  coins  of  such  excellence  —  compare  this  piece  to  some  world  issues  from  mints  hundreds  of  years  old  and 
the  quality  becomes  clear.  Details  like  the  hair,  dentils,  and  wing  feathers  are  nicely  defined.  This  piece  has  superior  eye  appeal  as  well,  which  goes  a  long  way 
toward  explaining  the  high  About  Uncirculated  50  grade  assigned  by  PCGS.

The  shift  from  the  Closed  3  to  Open  3  dates  in  all  denominations  was  due 
to  the  following  criticism  by  A.  Louden  Snowden,  Chief  Coiner,  addressed 
to  James  Pollock,  Director  of  the  Mint,  dated  January  18,  1873: 

“I  desire  in  a  formal  manner  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  ‘figures’  used  in 
dating  the  dies  for  the  present  year.  They  are  so  heavy,  and  the  space  between 
each  so  small  that  upon  the  smaller  gold  and  silver,  and  upon  the  base  coins 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  with  the  naked  eye,  whether  the  last  fig¬ 
ure  is  an  eight  or  a  three.  In  our  ordinary  coinage  many  of  the  pieces  are  not 
fully  brought  up,  and  upon  such  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  what  is  the 
last  figure  of  this  year’s  date.  1  do  not  think  it  is  creditable  to  the  institution 
that  the  coinage  of  the  year  should  be  issued  bearing  this  defect  in  the  date. 
I  would  recommend  that  an  entire  new  set  of  figures  avoiding  the  defects  of 
those  now  in  use,  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  day.” 

It  seems  that  the  mint  simply  did  a  little  engraving  work  on  the  “3”  punch, 
shaving  off  some  of  the  lower  ball  of  that  digit  and  in  the  process,  opening 
up  the  space  between  the  lower  and  upper  rounded  ends  (#2111)

This  die-polishing  variety  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  capture  the  imagination 
of  collectors.  Discovered  soon  after  its  issue,  1937-D  3-leg  nickels  were 
advertised  for  sale  in  an  ad  in  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  as  early  as 
1937-38.  The  3-legged  buffalo  variety  was  caused  when  the  foreleg  of  the 
bison  was  removed  accidentally  by  excessive  polishing  of  the  dies  to  remove 
clash  marks  (#3982)

can  say  this  that  we  are  aware  of.  The  1800  half  dime  is  the  first  year  to  dis¬ 
play  the  new  reverse  design  with  a  heraldic  eagle,  and  along  with  this  is  his¬ 
toric  change  to  a  new  century,  a  new  political  administration  (Jefferson  was 
elected  President  in  November  1800).  This  is  an  important  type  coin,  to  say 
the  least  (#4264)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

1855.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Arrows.  While  the  Breen  reference  material 
says  that  the  1855  Proof  Half  Dime  is  not  as  scarce  as  the  1854,  such  a  judg¬ 
ment  has  little  meaning  to  the  average  collector  because  very  few  have  seen 
an  example  of  either  date  in  Proof.  There  is  no  official  or  recorded  mintage 
for  this  issue.  Most  accept  that  as  few  as  20  pieces  were  struck.  Of  that  fig¬ 
ure,  an  estimate  of  1 5  pieces  would  be  adequate  to  cover  the  known  certified 
pieces.  The  population  data  from  PCGS  and  NGC  certainly  do  not  support 
this  estimate,  as  a  casual  glance  at  the  number  certified  indicates  that  the 
number  graded  is  significantly  inflated  by  resubmissions  (for  example,  6  in 
PR66  at  NGC). 

This  piece  meets  all  the  criteria  for  a  Proof,  including  the  hollow  in  the  base 
above  the  left  arrowhead  from  heavy  die  polishing,  and  the  left  base  of  the  1 
about  over  the  right  edge  of  a  dentil.  But  these  diagnostics  are  of  secondary 
since  the  coin  carries  its  own  testimonial  as  to  rarity  and  quality  (#4433)

of  the  United  States.  Scot’s  heraldic  eagle  was  slightly  modified  until  the 
series  ended  in  1807,  but  in  general  it  was  popular  enough  with  both  the 
public  and  Mint  officials  that  the  identical  dies  that  struck  dimes  were  often 
used  to  strike  similar-sized  quarter  eagles.  The  JR  reference  on  the  series  rais¬ 
es  an  interesting  question  regarding  this.  As  it  is,  there  are  four  reverses  used 
for  1 798  dimes,  but  the  JR- 1  is  the  only  reverse  that  was  not  also  used  to  pro¬ 
duce  quarter  eagles,  giving  it  a  singular  appeal  and  importance  to  collectors. 

The  JR-1  variety  in  addition  to  the  distinctive  overdate  feature,  a  small  8  over 
a  large  7,  also  sports  16  stars  above  the  eagle.  Well  struck  overall  but  a  bit 
softly  struck  in  the  centers,  as  typically  seen  on  JR-1  dimes,  the  strike  is  most 
detailed  with  crisp  definition  on  all  the  peripheral  stars  and  legends.  Lustrous 
throughout,  the  surfaces  display  smooth  mint  frostiness,  splendid  “old  silver” 
patina  (not  too  dark,  not  too  light,  but  just  right)  —  and  there  are  no  notice¬ 
able  abrasions  on  either  side.

In  his  book  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins:  1722- 
1977,  Walter  Breen  lists  two  similar  die  varieties  for  proof  1835  Capped  Bust 
dimes  that  he  designates  as  B.l-A  and  B.l-New.  The  reverses  are  similar  in 
that  both  show  a  tall  0  in  the  denomination  and  a  high  UN  in  UNITED. 
According  to  Breen,  B.l-New  displays  a  small  die  crack  that  joins  the  tip  of 
the  lowest  arrowhead  to  the  border,  but  B.l-A  does  not  show  this  feature.  We 
believe  that  B.l-A  and  B.l-New  are  probably  two  different  die  states  of  JR-4, 
a  fact  that,  if  true,  gives  this  die  marriage  a  roster  of  half  a  dozen  known  Proof 
specimens  (#4557)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  of  U.S.  Type  Coins.

One  of  the  high  spots  of  the  Centennial  Exposition  held  in  Philadelphia  in 
1876  was  the  starting  of  the  great  70-foot-tall  Corliss  steam  engine,  the  won¬ 
der  of  the  day,  which  turned  the  machinery  in  Machinery  Hall.  Dom  Pedro, 
the  emperor  of  Brazil,  accompanied  by  President  Grant,  turned  on  the  power 
which  put  the  huge  machine  in  motion.  It  was  purchaed  by  the  Pullman 
(railway)  Company  following  the  close  of  the  Exposition  and  for  many  years 
ran  in  its  plant  at  Chicago.  Built  by  George  Corliss,  it  was  the  largest  steam 
engine  in  the  world.  Of  engines  like  the  Corliss,  William  Dean  Howells 
wrote,  “In  these  things  of  iron  and  steel  the  national  genius  speaks.”  (#5304)

After 
striking  220,643  quarters  of  the  draped  bust,  heraldic  eagle  type  in  1807, 
Mint  did  not  strike  this  denomination  again  until  1815.  By  then,  John  Reich 
had  already  familiarized  the  public  with  his  capped  bust  motif  on  on  dimes, 
half  dollars  and  quarter  eagles.  In  keeping  with  this  trend  toward  uniformi¬ 
ty,  the  Mint  chose  to  use  this  design  on  the  quarter  in  1815. 

Treasury  Department  records  indicate  that  a  total  of  89,235  Quarters  were 
delivered  in  1815.  Survivors  are  relatively  plentiful,  but  the  issue  does  enjoy 
heightened  demand  from  first-year  Type  collectors.  This  richly  toned  Superb 
Gem  is  far  and  away  the  second  finest  1815  quarter  graded,  and  is  surpassed 
only  by  a  single  MS68  recently  certified.  It  is  presently  in  sole  possession  of 
the  MS67  grade  at  NGC,  and  PCGS  does  not  report  anything  higher  than 
MS66.  Both  sides  are  layered  in  charcoal-gray,  crimson-red,  orange,  and 
olive-gold  colors  that  speak  volumes  about  this  coin’s  originality.  The  strike  is 
sharply  executed  and  well  centered  with  all  devices  boldly  delineated.  Mint 
luster  is  full  and  vibrant,  and  the  surfaces  are  expectantly  smooth  in  appear¬ 
ance  for  the  designated  grade.  In  fact,  not  even  a  loupe  calls  forth  a  worth¬ 
while  pedigree  marker.  A  no-questions  highlight  of  the  silver  offerings  in  this 
sale,  and  a  coin  that  is  seemingly  earmarked  for  inclusion  in  a  type  set  of 
“finest  knowns.  ’  NGC  Census:  1;  1  finer  (#5321)

ing  through  the  end  of  the  series  in  1838,  the  Capped  Bust  Quarter  was  pro¬ 
duced  with  a  smaller  diameter  and  a  revised  design  that  is  perhaps  most  read¬ 
ily  distinguishable  from  its  1815-1828  counterpart  by  the  omission  of  the 
Latin  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.  There  are  currently  only  a  few  dozen 
Proofs  known  of  this  series,  with  several  tracing  to  the  illustrious  estate  o! 
Louis  E.  Eliasberg.  This  is  a  remarkable  1832  Proof!  Breen  lists  it  in  his 
Proofs  encyclopedia  “B-2.  Short  arrows,  not  ending  near  border  (1)  Eliasberg 
(2)  Eric  P.  Newman  (3)  Landau:  507,  impaired.  W.  L.  Carson  had  one,  but 
I  do  not  know  which  variety.” 

Only  one  or  two  others  are  known,  and  Breen  reports  a  single  B-l  example 
known  to  him,  if  that  few  number  of  the  Proof  1832  Quarters,  then  it  must 
be  significant  in  the  numismatic  scheme  of  things.  This  is  the  first  specimen 
that  this  cataloger  can  remember  handling.  A  simply  breathtaking  Gem,  both 
sides  are  veiled  in  iridescent  steel  gray  patina  through  which  brightly  mir¬ 
rored  fields  shine  at  all  angles  with  a  touch  of  golden  toned  elegance.

The  strike  is  bold  and 
impressive  for  such  an  early  coin  from  the  First  Philadelphia  Mint,  with  breast  feathers  present  if  not  chisel-deep,  and  nice  wide  denticles  that  give  the  central 
themes  their  circular  picture-frame  quality.  The  detail  on  the  eagle’s  head,  eye,  and  tongue  is  better  than  most  since  this  area  of  the  reverse  lies  against  a  high  point 
of  the  obverse  design.  Unfortunately  for  those  who  would  try  to  establish  earlier  provenance  by  plate-matching  flaws,  there  are  none  but  the  most  minor  signs  of 
handling  on  this  piece  —  no  serious  nicks,  scratches,  planchet  flaws,  or  other  issues.  It  is  in  effect  a  very  presentable  coin. 

Fewer  than  4,000  Small  Eagle  half  dollars  were  struck  in  1796  and  1797  combined.  Of  these,  only  5%  exist  today,  mainly  low  grade  survivors;  to  find  one  which 
has  undergone  substantial  wear  or  damage  over  the  years  is  challenging,  to  say  the  least.  This  piece  compares  favorably  with  some  of  the  very  best  About  Uncir¬ 
culated  pieces  in  the  last  50  years’  big  name  sales,  and  it  is  not  far  removed  mint  condition.  A  coin  such  as  this  belongs  in  a  distinguished  collection,  indeed,  any 
collection  which  contained  this  coin  would  have  to  be  counted  as  eminent,  even  were  it  the  sole  occupant  in  such  a  collection! 

“These  are  among  the  most  mysterious  of  U.S.  coin  types,”  writes  Walter  Breen  in  the  encyclopedia  of  the  same  name,  “as  well  as  among  the  most  elusive.  Two 
obverses  dated  1796,  respectively  with  15  and  16  stars,  were  muled  with  a  single  reverse,  which  was  carried  over  to  make  the  first  of  the  two  varieties  dated  1797 — 
again  with  15  stars,  not  16:  Why?  The  mystery  deepens  when  we  consider  delivery  dates:  1796,  none;  1797,  [60]  Feb.  28,  [874]  March  21  (both  to  the  Bank  of 
the  United  States  in  Philadelphia),  and  finally  [2,984]  May  26.  By  internal  evidence,  both  15-star  obverses  must  have  been  made  before  June  1796,  as  the  shift 
to  16  stars  commemorated  the  admission  of  Tennessee  to  the  Union  on  June  1.  Then  the  16-star  die  must  have  been  completed  either  anticipating  or  following 
the  celebrations  of  that  time.”  (#6057)  Ex:  Ex.  Dale  Friend.

A 
total  of  four  die  varieties  are  known  for  the  two  years.  From  these  four  die 
pairs,  a  total  of  3,9 1 8  coins  were  produced.  Today,  it  is  believed  that  the  1 796 
15  Stars  variety  is  the  most  common,  followed  by  this  1797  0-101  half  dol¬ 
lar.  The  1796  16  Stars  is  next  in  the  rarity  lineup,  and  the  1797  0-102  is 
clearly  the  rarest.  There  may  be  as  few  as  200  to  250  known  of  all  four  vari¬ 
eties.  Such  a  low  census  is  in  line  with  the  opinions  of  half  dollar  variety  spe¬ 
cialists  who  have  labeled  each  of  these  varieties  as  Rarity-5.

One  of  500  pieces  struck  in 
1879  by  the  New  York  coin  and  stamp  dealer,  J.W.  Scott  &  Co.  While  the 
story  behind  the  issuance  of  this  piece  is  well  known,  it  bears  repeating.  In 
1879,  it  was  learned  that  Dr.  B.F.  Taylor  of  New  Orleans  owned  an  original 
1861  Confederate  Half  Dollar,  as  well  as  the  original  reverse  die.  J.W.  Scott 
&  Co.  eventually  purchased  the  die,  and  decided  to  offer  silver  restrikes  at  $2 
each  with  the  mintage  figure  set  at  500  pieces.  The  firm  then  purchased  500 
regular  issue  1861-0  Half  Dollars  and  had  the  reverses  of  these  coins  planed 
off.  After  the  entire  run  of  restrikes  was  struck,  the  new  die  was  softened  and 
cancelled  so  that  no  more  pieces  could  be  struck.  It  has  been  stated  that  no 
more  than  250”  were  sold  despite  clever  and  extensive  promotion  by  Scott. 
Today,  examples  of  the  1861  Confederate  Restrike  are  scarce  and  always  in 
demand.  This  is  one  of  the  nicer  pieces  we  have  seen  offered  in  some  time,  as 
the  obverse  is  unusually  free  of  marks  and  shows  considerable  luster  (#6302) 
Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins;  Superior  Auction

Philadelphia  Mint  used  one  obverse  and  two  reverse  dies  to  deliver  a  meager  8,400  business  strike  Half  Dollars  in  1880.  We  can  say  without  hesitation  that  every 
feature  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  this  coin  exhibits  razor  sharp  striking  detail.  In  fact,  the  devices  as  well  as  the  stars  and  legends  are  incredibly  bold.  And  while 
some  1880  hall  dollars  in  mint  state  display  a  semi-prooflike  characteristic,  a  fully  prooflike  that  it  graded  as  such,  with  completely  untoned  finish  that  is  readi¬ 
ly  evident  at  direct  angles,  and  the  surfaces  free  of  all  but  the  most  trivial  disturbance,  is  an  incredible  rarity!  Despite  a  limited  original  mintage,  the  1880  is  not 
a  particularly  rare  coin  in  an  absolute  sense,  nor  are  “average  Mint  States  such  that  you  have  to  mortgage  your  mother-in-law  to  afford  one.  On  the  other  hand, 
precious  few  of  the  Mint  State  survivors  that  were  preserved  at  the  time  of  issue  have  survived  with  surfaces  that  are  pristine  enough  to  warrant  an  MS67  desig¬ 
nation.  And  only  this  single  example  has  the  “prooflike”  descriptor  as  part  of  its  grade!  (Descriptor:  yes,  it  is  in  some  but  not  all  dictionaries,  and  means  “a  word, 
phrase,  or  alphanumeric  character  used  to  identify  an  item  in  an  information  storage  and  retrieval  system”  which  perfectly  applies  to  the  grading  services’  identi¬ 
fying  system  for  rare  or  unique  coins.)  The  “descriptor  that  collectors  need  to  concern  themselves  with  are  two,  the  first  being  the  aforementioned  grade  of  MS67, 
and  the  second,  the  highly  respected  “Prooflike.” 

Okay,  then,  what  happened  to  make  these  seated  Liberty  halves  the  low  mintage  rarities  they  are?  There  was  an  enormous  expansion  of  silver  coinage  in  the  mid- 
1870s.  Then,  as  occasionally  happened  in  the  days  of  the  bimetallic  silver  and  gold  standard,  toward  the  latter  part  of  1877,  vast  numbers  of  previously  export¬ 
ed  silver  coins  began  returning  to  the  United  States  from  abroad.  These  came  principally  from  Central  America  and  Canada.  Tens  of  millions  of  coins  (worth  per¬ 
haps  as  much  as  $30  million  in  the  estimate  of  Robert  W.  Julian)  returned  like  a  whirlwind  from  the  past.  This  vast  “inpouring”  continued  well  into  1 880,  much 
to  the  amazement  of  the  Treasury  department,  bankers  whose  tills  began  to  fill  with  the  silver  coins,  and  numismatic  observers. 

According  to  Julian,  silver  miners  and  their  political  partners  were  not  only  amazed  by  the  unexpected  inflow,  but  were  infuriated,  because  the  mints  were  no 
longer  buying  silver  for  minor  coinage,  no  longer  giving  them  subsidized  profits.  There  was  no  demand  for  such  coinage  and  the  channels  of  trade  were  clogged 
with  it.  Because  there  was  little  inflation  in  the  prices  paid  for  goods  and  services  with  the  added  coinage,  the  long  suffering  farmers  were  not  helped. 

In  response  to  this  inpouring  of  silver  coins,  the  Treasury  ordered  the  suspension  of  minor  silver  coinage  in  early  1 878  and  did  not  resume  it  for  some  years  because 
of  the  accumulation  in  the  Treasury.  It  is  Julian’s  contention  that  contrary  to  popular  belief,  the  coinage  of  Morgan  dollars  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  interdic¬ 
tion  of  subsidiary  silver  mintage  in  the  years  1879-90.  This  remarkable  1880  Mint  State  67  Prooflike  is  a  legacy  of  that  era,  a  wonderful  reminder  for  bidders  of 
the  times  long  ago  which  provided  the  foundation  for  the  American  empire  that  later  develop  (#6362) 


783  1884.  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  With  5,275  minted  as  a  business  strike,  the 

1884  has  the  lowest  mintage  in  the  1879-89  set  of  low  mintage  dates.  This 
fascinating  coin  is  so  close  to  gem  quality  we  think  it  may  be  sent  back  to  one 
of  the  main  services  for  evaluation.  The  fields  are  prooflike;  devices  are  frosty; 
toning  is  just  forming  at  the  rim.  The  color  and  contrast  this  gives  amounts 
to  beauty  far  in  advance  of  the  modest  MS64  determination  by  PCGS.  But 
you  judge  for  yourself  (#6366)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.

In  order  to  increase  sales  of  Grant  Commemoratives  to  the  public,  the  com¬ 
mission  releasing  these  applied  a  lesson  they  had  learned  from  the  Alabama 
commission  people  the  year  before.  They  had  the  Philadelphia  mint  stamp  a 
tiny  star  into  the  obverse  field  above  the  word  GRANT.  A  total  of  4,256  were 
so  counterpunched  while  each  coin  was  in  the  die  so  as  not  to  cause  a  flat  spot 
to  occur  on  the  other  side.  Very  few  people  were  tricked  by  this  slight-of- 
hand.  Today’s  collector,  therefore,  has  very  few  Superb  Grant  with  Star  exam¬ 
ples  from  which  to  choose.

For  the  reverse,  the  artists  depicted  the  New  Netherland  bound  for 
America.  The  M  on  Coligny’s  shoulder  is  Morgan’s  initial,  Morgan  having 
prepared  the  original  dies.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  a  total  of  142,000 
Huguenots.  The  issue  was  sold  to  the  public  at  $1;  however,  the  55,000  that 
remained  unsold  afterwards  were  released  into  circulation,  thus  accounting 
for  the  number  of  worn  specimens  of  this  type  (#9314)  Ex:  The  Allan  Man¬ 
delstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

Robert  Aitken  sculpted  the  Missouri  Half  Dollar.  The  obverse  features  a  fron¬ 
tiersman;  some  have  claimed  it  represents  Daniel  Boone,  but  Boone  had  died 
in  1820  at  the  ripe  age  of  86.  The  dates  1821-1921  refer  to  the  centennial  of 
Missouri’s  admission  into  the  Union  as  the  24th  state.  A  portion  of  the  issue 
has  a  small  “2x4”  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  bust.  There  are  also  24  stars  on 
•  the  reverse,  with  obvious  connotations.  Walter  Breen,  in  his  encyclopedia  on 
the  series,  described  the  reverse  motif  as  follows:  “A  white  frontiersman  with 
rifle  and  powderhorn  (apparently  on  the  old  theory  that  ‘the  only  good  Injun 
is  a  dead  Injun  )  appears  to  be  sending  away  the  Indian,  whose  shield  and 
peace  pipe  are  mere  impedimenta.”  Net  mintage  was:  with  2x4,  5,000;  plain, 
15,400  (#9330)

The  Missouri  statehood  controversy  became  a  national  issue  as  the  issue  of 
slavery  was  debated  in  the  early  19th  century.  The  Missouri  Compromise 
of  1820  allowed  Missouri  to  enter  the  Union  as  a  slave  state  and  Maine  as  a 
free  state,  thus  keeping  the  balance  of  slave  and  free  states  equal  in  Congress. 
Although  Missouri  was  allowed  to  enter  as  a  slave  state,  the  remaining  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  area  north  of  the  36  degrees  30  minutes  line 
was  to  be  forever  free  of  slavery  (Although  many  know  about  and  are  repulsed 
by  the  slave  holding  by  whites  in  the  era  before  the  Civil  War,  few  are  taught 
in  schools  that  there  were  thousands  of  black  slaves  as  well  as  Indian  slaves 
owned  by  the  Cherokee,  Chickasaw,  Choctaw  and  Creek  tribes  in  the  Indi¬ 
an  Territory  during  this  period.  The  slave  narratives  are  a  major  source  for 
studying  the  history  of  this  activity  a  century  and  a  half  ago.)  (#9330) 
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1 158  1923  Monroe  Doctrine  Half  Dollar.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  This  is  a  love¬

Norse  American  medal  was  proposed  by  Congressman  O.  J.  Kvale  of  Min¬ 
neapolis,  Minnesota.  Authorized  by  Congress  on  March  2,  1925,  these 
medals  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  first  prearranged  arrival 
of  Norse  immigrants  in  the  United  States.  After  crossing  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
on  the  sloop  Restaurationen,  a  group  of  Scandinavians  had  arrived  in  Orleans 
County,  New  York  on  October  9,  1825.  Kvale  thought  petitioned  for  a  medal 
instead  of  a  coin  because  Congress  had  authorized  four  commemorative 
coins  already  in  1925:  the  Lexington,  Fort  Vancouver,  California  Diamond 
Jubilee,  and  Vermont  half  dollars.  A  controversy  surrounding  the  Huguenot- 
Walloon  Tercentenary  Half  Dollar  a  year  earlier  also  helped  to  convince  Con¬ 
gressman  Kvale  that  a  proposal  for  a  medal  stood  a  better  chance  of  accep¬ 
tance  at  that  time. 

In  addition  to  33,  50  medals  on  thick  silver  planchets  and  6,000  medals  on 
thin  silver  planchets,  the  Philadelphia  mint  delivered  100  medals  on  gold 
planchets.  All  of  these  pieces  were  p  '  U  <--rnirk  in  early  May  1925.

Barber  placed  a  wingspread 
eagle  on  the  reverse,  having  it  stand  atop  the  union  shield  rather  than  tha 
shield  superimposed  on  its  breast  as  was  the  tradition  up  till  then.  In  all. 
27,314  were  sold  out  of  an  original  authorized  mintage  of  60,000.  Thei 
unsold  pieces  were  remelted.  The  surfaces  have  a  splendid,  metallic,  satin-lika 
sheen  whose  pristine  color  and  detail  gives  it  a  strong  chance  at  an  even  high¬ 
er  grade.  No  need  to  worry  about  an  unsuccessful  strike  left  by  the  rebound 
of  the  dies  that  coined  this,  either,  since  even  a  cursory  examination  ol  thcl

Starting  with  the  surface  quality,  we  have  never  seen  a  more  impeccably  preserved 
Lafayette.  Even  the  abrasion  beset  areas  on  the  cheeks  of  Washington  and  Lafayette  have  come  away  virtually  untouched.  The  toning  scheme  is  a  swirling  mix¬ 
ture  of  lilac-gray  and  sleek  sky  blue  iridescence  through  the  centers,  along  with  peripheral  areas,  and  everywhere  in-between.  Simply  stated,  those  who  contem¬ 
plate  building  a  high  grade  or  Registry  set  of  silver  Commemoratives  would  do  well  to  consider  this  Superb  Lafayette  Dollar  as  the  keystone  of  their  set. 

America’s  first  Commemorative  Silver  Dollar,  the  designs  were  by  Charles  E.  Barber  after  an  engraving  of  Houdon’s  bust  of  Washington.  On  the  reverse.  Barber 
depicted  the  Lafayette  equestrian  statue  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900.  Lafayette  Dollars  were  sold  to  defray  part  of  the  cost  of  completing  Paul  Wayland  Bartlett’s 
statue  of  the  French  General,  then  under  construction  in  Paris  for  display  at  the  exposition.  Out  of  an  authorization  for  50,000  pieces,  36,000  were  sold,  the 
remainder  being  melted  (#9222)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

The  reader  seeking  further  material  is  urged  to  borrow  a  copy  of  The  1776  Continental  Currency  Coinage  by  Eric  P.  Newman,  published  as  part  of  The  Coin  Col¬ 
lector’s  Journal,  July-August,  1952,  as  well  as  a  number  of  articles  by  the  same  author  in  The  Numismatist  in  subsequent  years.  These  are  available  from  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Numismatic  Association  library. 

Although  this  issue  has  traditionally  been  referred  to  as  a  “Dollar”  —  as  numerous  pieces  were  struck  in  pewter  and  as  only  a  few  were  made  in  silver _ it  has 

been  theorized  the  pewter  pieces  may  actually  have  seen  service  as  a  smaller  denomination,  possibly  the  Cent.  Another  supposition  is  that  the  piece  was  in  fact 
intended  as  a  Dollar  coin  and  was  simply  fiat  money  in  the  manner  of  contemporary  Continental  paper  money  (The  design  used  on  the  1776  Continental  “Dol¬ 
lar”  is  derived  from  one  of  the  paper  note  issues.) 

As  a  class,  Dollars  with  the  E.  G.  FECIT  inscription  are  considerably  scarcer  than  those  without  (the  latter  being  Newman  obverse  1  and  2  as  well  as  the  rare  4). 
I..  G.  1  F.C  ,I[  is  a  representation  for  E.  G.  made  it.  The  identity  of  E.  G.  has  been  the  subject  of  conjecture  for  well  over  a  century,  with  Ephraim  Getz,  Elisha

render  her  a  steady  matron.”  Accordingly,  Stuart  created  what  we  know  today 
as  the  draped  bust  obverse  motif. 

The  new  design  has  the  Liberty  facing  right,  the  word  LIBERTY  above,  the 
date  below,  and  stars  to  left  and  right,  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  showed  an 
eagle  perched  on  a  cloud  within  a  wreath  composed  of  an  olive  branch  to  the 
left  and  palm  leaves  to  the  right,  tied  with  a  bow  at  the  bottom.  The  inscrip¬ 
tion  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounds,  with  particularly  wide 
spacing  between  the  words.  Just  two  die  varieties  are  known  for  the  1795

The  stars  are  full,  the  drapery  folds  and  hair  on 
Liberty  the  same,  the  shield  supported  by  her  hand  is  also  razor-sharp.  On 
the  reverse,  this  has  sharpness  rarely  found  except  on  the  more  plentiful 
Proofs.  A  gem  mint  state  1 865  silver  dollar  is  indeed  a  rare  thing,  if  you  feel 
that  nothing  can  save  you  from  bidding,  remember  there  will  be  others  like 
you  yearning  to  own  this  handsome  specimen! 

“Carpet-baggers”  and  “Scalawags.”  The  end  of  the  Civil  War  in  1865,  the 
year  of  this  silver  dollar,  brought  an  influx  of  poor  Northerners  to  the  South. 
They  came  carrying  in  carpet-bags  all  their  possessions.  Hence  the  term  of 
derision  given  to  them.  Many  of  the  freed  slaves  who  had  suddenly  gained 
the  vote  by  reason  of  the  hasty  passage  of  the  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth 
amendments,  fell  easily  under  the  influence  of  the  worst  “carpet-baggers,” 
and  the  ensuing  corruption,  especially  in  the  legislatures,  was  far  worse  than 
anything  the  country  experienced  before  or  since.  The  “scalawags”  were  poor 
whites  who  saw  in  Reconstruction  a  chance  to  better  themselves,  and  began 
to  run  for  political  office  on  the  Republican  ticket  (#6955)

high  spot  on  the  obverse  is  the  word  LIBERTY  which  even  on  EF  or  AU 
quality  pieces  is  sometimes  weak.

1265  1868.  EF-40.  Gently  cleaned  but  otherwise  untampered  with  and  attractive 
for  the  grade.  The  mintage  rose  in  1868  for  the  first  time  (#6961) 

1266  1869.  EF-40.  A  few  light  rim  marks  but  nothing  serious  that  would  affect 
the  value.  Light  to  medium  dove  gray  toning  (#6962) 

1267  1870.  EF-45.  Again,  the  surface  is  evenly  color  suggesting  light  cleaning  at 
some  time  in  the  past,  but  generally  the  coin  is  sharply  defined  with  choice 
rims  (Coins  that  have  not  been  cleaned  tend  to  be  darker  around  the  pro¬ 
tecting  devices  and  often  show  lighter  “rubbed”  high  points  from  normal  use 
in  circulation,  while  cleaned  coins  often  have  an  unnatural  even  shade  of  sil¬ 
ver  or  gray  across  the  surface  with  little  or  no  variability.)  (#6963) 


1268  1870-CC.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Established  by  an  act  of  Congress  in  1863, 
the  Carson  City  Mint  opened  for  coinage  operations  by  late  in  1869.  In  fact, 

1869- dated  dies  had  arrived  at  that  facility  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Nev¬ 
ertheless,  coinage  did  not  commence  until  the  following  year  with  a  striking 
and  delivery  of  3,747  silver  dollars.  A  further  8,01 1  pieces  were  struck  for  a 
total  1870-CC  mintage  of  1 1,758  coins. 

This  is  therefore  a  fabled  first-year  strike  at  the  Carson  branch  mint,  the 

1870- CC  gets  a  lot  of  attention  among  collectors.  Any  mint  state  1870-CC 
can  be  classed  as  very  scarce  since  it  is,  after  all,  the  most  frequently  encoun¬ 
tered  CC-mint  seated  Liberty  dollar  in  Mint  condition.  All  the  same,  this 
remarkable  Mint  State  64  representative  is  simply  a  joy  to  behold;  its 
prooflike  finish  beneath  a  mostly  even  overlay  of  natural  old-silver  patina 
gives  it  an  edge  over  some  of  the  cleaned  and  scrubbed  Bus  that  are  regular¬ 
ly  offered.  A  few  marks  are  also  present  on  the  devices  as  well  as  in  the  fields, 
however,  both  sides  are  overall  sharply  struck,  nicely  preserved,  and  the  fields 
are  uncommonly  smooth  for  the  Mint  State  64  grade.  This  is  the  single 
finest  example  graded  by  NGC,  and  the  only  Mint  State  64;  there  are 
none  higher.  (#6964)

Both  Barbers 
were  talented  engravers  and  coin  designers,  as  seen  in  this  handsome  Trade 
dollar  struck  in  1873  (#7031)

His  republi¬ 
can  administration  opened  the  budget  to  allow  funding  once  again,  after 
Hayes’  predecessor,  Grover  Cleveland,  decided  to  close  the  mint  in  1889  as  a 
wasteful  extravagance.  It  was  to  remain  open  until  1893,  when  it  was  per¬ 
manently  shut  down.  Again,  this  occured  when  Grover  Cleveland  returned 
to  office  for  his  second  administration.  Incidentally,  Edward  O.  Leech  took 
over  reign  of  the  Mint  as  its  director  in  Philadelphia,  a  position  that  he  held 
during  these  last  years  of  Carson  City  production,  stepping  down  in  1893 
with  the  change  to  the  democratic  Cleveland  administration  (#7191)

Although  the  story  is  well  known  to  ded¬ 
icated  silver  dollar  collectors,  we  recap  here  three  of  the  many  possibilities  surrounding  this  disappearing  business  strike  issue: 

A.  The  12,000  coins  reported  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  ledger  could  have  pointed  to  the  last  of  the  1894-dated  coins  delivered  to  the  chief  coiner.

Leaving  aside  “C”  as  problematic,  may  we  propose  that  collectors  might  never  know  exactly  where  the  Philadelphia  Mint  produced  business  strike  dollars  of  1895 
went,  or  even  if  they  existed  in  the  first  place.  What  we  do  learn  from  experience  is  that  Morgan  dollar  collectors  will  eventually  acquire  one  of  the  surviving 
Proofs  from  the  880-piece  Proof  set  delivery  in  order  to  obtain  a  representative  of  the  1895  dollar. 

This  lovely  Proof  67  example  is  among  the  finest  specimens  that  we  have  offered  in  recent  times.  As  a  Superb  Gem,  it  puts  on  view  bright  silvery  mirrors  around 
otherwise  untoned  yet  wonderfully  “ultra”  frosted  features.  The  glassy  smooth  fields  and  boldly  impressed  devices  are  equally  free  of  grade-limiting  blemishes, 
hairlines,  or  spotting.  Extra  strong  contrast  is  noteworthy  on  both  sides  (unlike  some  of  this  issue  where  the  devices  are  too  modest  to  warrant  even  a  Cameo  des¬ 
ignation).  Having  that  in  mind,  we  anticipate  strong  bidder  demand  for  this  magnificently  preserved  and  appealing  Proof  rarity!  (#97330) 
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1590  1895-0.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  A  very  rare  coin  in  higher  grades.  Although 

uniformly  frosted,  the  fields  are  slightly  brighter  than  the  devices  on  both 
sides.  Pale  tan-gray  to  silvery  iridescence  is  noted  throughout,  but  the  overall 
appearance  is  one  of  nice  mint  brilliance.  Turning  next  to  an  important  fea¬ 
ture,  the  strike  is  strong  for  the  date,  with  just  a  touch  of  softness  over  the 
ear. 

Most  1 895-0  dollars  are  terrible  looking  coins  due  to  haphazard  quality  con¬ 
trol  at  the  New  Orleans  mint.  Of  450,000  pieces  minted  that  year,  only  a 
handful  retain  this  coin’s  distinctive  features  and  very  choice  quality. 

According  to  research  by  one  source,  prior  to  the  1950s,  few  Mint  State  coins 
were  known  to  exist  of  the  1895-0  silver  dollar,  and  nearly  every  collection, 
even  some  famous  ones,  included  circulated  coins.  Around  about  the  1950s, 
an  extremely  small  number  of  this  date  were  released  by  the  Treasury,  the  few 
coins  estimated  to  be  no  more  than  a  couple  hundred.  The  rest  either  all  went 
into  circulation,  or  were  melted  under  the  1918  Pittman  Act  (#7236)

Yet,  this  1 896-0  is  somehow  better  than  the  average  specimen  seen  in 
auctions.  The  exceptionally  choice  example  offered  here  not  only  betters  the 
usual  striking  woes,  but  its  smooth,  satiny  surfaces  border  on  gem  quality.

Most  Mint  State  1 896-0  Morgan  dollars  known  today  have  as  their  source 
the  Treasury  sales  of  1 962  to  1 964,  as  well  as  some  others  paid  out  in  the 
1950s.

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1836  Pattern  Dollar.  Silver,  plain  edge.  J-60.  P-65.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Name  on  base.  A  splendid  specimen,  as  graded,  of  this,  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
tul  ol  all  American  silver  dollars.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  toned  light  gunmetal-blue  and  gray,  nicely  blended,  yielding  a  indulgence  for  the  eye  that  matters 
a  lot  to  the  numismatist  who  appreciates  a  carefully  preserved  coin. 

Just  1,000  ol  these  pieces  were  minted  in  December,  1836,  all  with  Proof  finish.  Some  ol  them  were  presented  here  and  there,  including  two  to  President  Andrew 
Jackson,  others  to  Treasury  officials,  and  a  few  to  numismatic  cabinets.  Afterwards,  many  hundreds  were  apparently  put  into  circulation  at  face  value!  This  is  the 
first  (but  not  only)  instance  in  which  a  com  made  from  polished  dies,  explicitly  with  Proof  finish,  proved  to  be  a  circulating  issue.  For  many  years  the  variety  was 
considered  to  be  a  Pattern,  designated  as  J-60  (Pollock-65),  but  this  is  misdirected.  The  pieces  were  regular  issue,  not  Patterns  or  experimental  in  any  way

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1733  1838  Pattern  Dollar.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  J-84.  P-93.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  A  rare  issue,  recent  population  studies  based  on  the  number  ol  1838  dollars  that 

have  been  observed  in  auctions  and  at  major  coin  shows  (compared  with  similar  observations  of  1836  dollars),  indicates  that  the  total  number  of  1838s  that  were 
eventually  struck  is  probably  less  than  230  specimens.  This  is  a  figure  that  is  smaller  than  the  reported  300  1839  dollars  that  are  officially  mentioned  as  being 
struck  in  1839,  and  the  1,600  Gobrecht  dollars  that  were  made  in  1836  and  1837.  The  coin  is  well  brought  up  over  the  central  devices  on  each  side  and  is  also 
firmly  struck  on  the  peripheral  stars,  Liberty’s  foot,  and  the  obverse  and  reverse  denticles.  When  one  considers  the  toning,  this  coin  is  for  the  most  part  uniformly 
toned  a  blue-gray  color  with  deep,  mirror-like  fields  and  accents  of  gold  when  the  light  glances  off  the  coin  at  an  oblique  angle.  Some  hairlines  are  present,  not 
enough  to  comment  on  other  than  in  passing,  while  the  fields  are  glitteringly  consistent  with  the  coin’s  grade.  Having  those  fine  attributes  in  mind  when  bidding 
will  assure  you  a  chance  of  owning  this  spectacular  specimen  of  the  1838  Gobrecht  silver  dollar. 

All  1838  dollars  that  have  been  observed  in  private  hands  or  museum  holdings  appear  to  be  restrikes  made  in  the  late  1830s  under  the  authority  of  Director  James 
Ross  Snowden,  or  in  the  late  1860s  by  Director  Henry  R.  Linderman.  Like  the  present  specimen,  the  restrikes  were  made  to  satisfy  collector  demand  lor  these 
beautiful  coins.  The  restrikes  are  generally  found  in  Die  Alignment  III  orientation  (i.e.,  head  of  Liberty  opposite  NE  of  ONE)  as  on  this  com;  however,  a  lew 
restrikes  were  also  made  in  Die  Alignment  IV.  Although  the  precise  mintage  of  1838  dollars  is  unknown  due  to  their  clandestine  origin,  recent  estimates  suggest 
that  fewer  than  250  coins  were  ultimately  produced,  and  that  only  a  small  fraction  of  these  coins  survive  today.  The  restr.kes  can  be  distinguished  from  the  orig¬ 
inals  by  the  presence  of  a  faint  die  crack  through  portions  of  MERE  which  is  faintly  seen  on  this  coin  (#11350)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  of  U.S.

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1734  1839  Pattern  Dollar.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  J-104.  P-116.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  lovely  milky  gray  toned  example  of  the  Restrike  version  of  this  rare  1839 

issue.  The  fields  are  swirling  with  glassy  mirrors  while  all  devices,  even  the  tiny  stars,  are  perfect  impressions  left  by  the  coining  dies.  Only  300  1839  dollars  were 
reported  to  have  been  made  in  1839,  and  an  unknown  number  of  restrikes  thereafter,  possibly  around  1857  to  meet  collector  demand  at  that  time.  All  of  the 
1839  dollars  made  in  1839  are  believed  to  have  been  deposited  into  the  U.S.  banking  system.  Therefore,  by  default,  the  Gobrecht  dollars  issued  in  1839  are  reg¬ 
ular  issue  coins  (even  though  they  were  struck  in  Proof  quality)  and  not  Patterns  (even  though  they  were  given  Judd  and  Pollock  numbers  in  the  Pattern  refer¬ 
ence  books).  The  present  coin  is  an  attractive  specimen  that  will  fill  its  new  owner  with  a  prideful  air  of  accomplishment.  Hours  of  enjoyment  and  study  are  sure 
to  follow.  As  previously  noted,  all  Gobrecht  dollars  are  assigned  Judd  numbers,  suggesting  that  these  coins  are  Patterns.  However,  this  conclusion  is  not  correct. 
In  fact,  the  Gobrecht  dollars  made  in  1836,  1837,  and  1839  are  regular  issue  coins,  and  therefore  not  patterns.  The  only  real  Gobrecht  dollar  pattern  coins  are 
the  Judd-58  (name  below  base)  and  the  Judd-84  (1838  dollar).  Gobrecht  dollars  lived  a  brief,  3-year  span  with  two  different  “types”  of  coins.  The  first  type  con¬ 
sists  of  the  issue  of  1839  with  the  no-star  obverse,  while  the  second  type  includes  the  1838  and  1839  dollars  with  obverse  stars  but  no  reverse  stars.  Another  inter¬ 
esting  observation  is  that  Gobrecht  dollars  are  the  only  Proof  coins  intentionally  made  for  general  distribution.  Considered  a  rarity  today,  the  1839  Gobrechts  are 
in  fact  rarer  than  1794  dollars!  (#11446)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  of  U.S.  Type  Coins.

PCGS  graded  Proof  63  Brown.  As  experiments  continued  for  the  replace¬ 
ment  for  the  Large  cent  and  improvement  in  the  troublesome  copper-nickel 
small  cents,  the  mint  finally  came  upon  French  brone  as  a  possibility  for  use 
on  the  cent  coinage.  This  is  the  1863  bronze  cent,  possibly  even  struck  in 
1863  (although  some  behind  the  locked  doors  finagling  at  the  mint  during 
this  period  may  point  to  it  being  done  in  later  years).

among  the  most  delightful  we’ve  ever  encountered  on  a  simple  Proof  64  spec¬ 
imen.  Beams  of  frosted  mint  luster  and  pale  toning  overlays  accent  the 
devices.  Desirable  with  this  meticulous  strike,  1899  isn’t  extremely  rare  in 
medium  quality  like  Proof  64,  but  it  certainly  gathers  a  lot  of  interest  from 
the  collecting  and  non  collecting  public  alike  when  shown  for  the  first  time

1750  1899  $2.50  Liberty.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  The  150  proof  Quarter 

Eagles  issued  at  the  dusk  of  the  19th  century  represent  a  standard  mintage 
figure  for  the  type.  Not  all  of  these  specimens  ended  up  with  serious  collec¬ 
tors,  though.  As  a  result,  fewer  than  half  of  the  original  mintage  figure  is 
extant  today  in  all  grades.  The  bold  Gem  Proof  specimen  offered  here  is  one 
of  the  very  few  deep  cameo  Proofs  that  are  known  from  this  year  that, 
because  it  resides  in  a  relatively  early  PCGS  holder,  the  holder  fails  to  note  it 
as  such.  In  those  days,  the  Mint  continued  its  emphasis  on  the  high  contrast 
method  of  Proofing.  We  can  only  conclude  this  must  be  one  of  the  first  pieces 
struck  from  the  {roof  dies,  since  it  is  so  fresh  appearing.  The  surfaces  are 
brightly  mirrored  and  essentially  as  made  (#7925)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandel¬ 
stamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins. 
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1752  1899  $10  Liberty.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Ultra  Cameo.  In  a  safe,  protec¬ 

tive  NGC  holder,  this  coin  simply  must  be  called  Ultra  or  Deep  Cameo 
today.  All  1 899  Proofs  are  the  same,  or  pretty  much  so,  and  if  any  other  one 
is  Ultra  Cameo,  then  this  piece  is  in  spades!  Just  86  Proofs  were  struck  this 
year,  of  which  very  few  survive  today  in  the  65  quality  offered  here.  This  par¬ 
ticular  date  has  the  obverse  field  deeply  basined,  from  the  die-making 
process,  adding  more  curvature  than  normal,  and  giving  an  especially  inter¬ 
esting  cameo  effect.  Even  if  you  do  not  contemplate  buying  it,  check  it  out 
for  the  visual  experience,  perhaps  comparing  it  to  the  modern  Proofs  offered 
by  the  mint  which  are  not  as  energetically  produced  from  “basined”  dies 
(basining  went  out  of  fashion  around  1909-16  when  new  coins  were  intro¬ 
duced).  Such  distinctions  are  not  widely  known.  The  present  piece  combines 
beauty,  rarity,  and  everything  else  desirable.  Certainly  it  will  be  exciting  when 
the  moment  of  sale  occurs  (#98839)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection 
ofU.S.  Type  Coins. 


1753  1899  $20  Liberty.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65  Cameo.  Proof  1899  double 

eagles  are  very  rare  in  with  only  an  occasional  offering  today.  This  is  one  of 
the  few  we  have  offered  for  sale  at  public  auction  in  the  past  ten  years  with 
such  richly  frosted  cameo  devices.  Only  84  proofs  were  struck  and  the  esti¬ 
mates  of  survivors  varies  all  over  the  place.  Akers  estimated  some  25  years  ago 
that  perhaps  25-30  pieces  were  extant,  while  Breen  (1988)  places  the  num¬ 
ber  between  35-40  coins.  From  our  experience,  and  judging  from  the  total 
number  of  Proofs  certified  in  all  grades,  we  believe  the  true  figure  may  well 
lie  between  those  two  estimate  ranges. 

This  is  an  exceptional,  deeply  mirrored,  beautifully  frosted,  cameo  Proof  65 
with  eye  appeal  that  goes  even  further  than  the  stated  grade.  A  true  connois¬ 
seurs  coin!  (#89115)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type 
Coins.

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762  1911  $20  St.  Gaudens.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Once  again,  even  though 

the  official  mintage  for  Proofs  in  1911  was  100  pieces,  this  really  does  not  a 
carry  great  weight  since  so  few  coins  are  known  today.  Apparently  the  mint 
produced,  on  speculation,  small  numbers  of  these  non-traditional  Proofs 
throughout  the  yearr.  When  the  public  failed  to  buy  them  all  up,  the  overage 
was  melted.  Estimates  of  survivors  for  1911  range  from  a  low  of  20  coins  to 
as  many  as  25-35  separate  pieces  that  may  survive  today  in  all  grades  from 
the  original  100  reported  listed  in  the  Archives  records. 

With  the  1911  issue,  the  mint  continued  the  Matte  Proofing  process  which 
began  in  1908.  This  piece  shows  thousands  of  tiny  sparkling  diamonds  of 
light  under  magnification  and  the  basic  mustard  brown  color  is  overlaid  by  a 
thin  coating  of  olive-green.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  flawless,  making  it  a 
true  museum-quality  $20  that  appears  totally  without  blemish  (#9208)  Ex: 
The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

1765  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Half  Dollar.  NGC  graded  MS-65.  A  gorgeous  gem 

of  the  finest  order.  The  highly  lustrous  surfaces  exhibit  mingled  medium  old 
silver  toning  from  the  issue  card.  Nicely  struck  as  well,  folly  so,  which  clear¬ 
ly  merits  mention  here. 

Coins  were  struck  in  conjunction  with  the  large  celebration  held  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  in  1915  to  announce  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The  Half  Dol¬ 
lar  was  conceived  by  Charles  E.  Barber,  one  of  the  mint’s  engravers.  It  fea¬ 
tures  Liberty  and  a  child  on  the  obverse.  Liberty  is  holding  two  sprigs  of  flow¬ 
ers  while  behind,  the  sun  sets  between  the  southern  and  northern  outcrop¬ 
pings  of  the  Golden  Gate,  entrance  to  San  Francisco  Bay.  Barber  placed  a 
wingspread  eagle  on  the  reverse,  having  it  stand  atop  the  union  shield  rather 
•  than  the  shield  superimposed  on  its  breast  as  was  the  tradition  up  till  then. 
In  all,  27,314  were  sold  out  of  an  original  authorized  mintage  of  60,000.  The 
unsold  pieces  were  remelted  (#9357)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection 
ofU.S.  Type  Coins. 


1766  1915-S  Panama- Pacific  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Color  is  mostly 

vivid-gold  in  shade,  but  flickers  of  copper  tinted  iridescence  can  be  found. 
Devices  were  struck  with  all  the  energy  and  full  oomph  by  the  dies  necessary 
for  imparting  the  design  elements  boldly.  Sift  the  words  down  and  you  get  to 
the  nub  of  this  coin:  gem  quality! 

All  manner  of  modernistic  techniques  were  tried  on  coinage  after  the  turn  ol 
the  century.  Coins  struck  for  the  exposition,  like  the  Gold  Dollar,  capture  the 
essence  of  this  revolution.  Instead  of  perfectly  balanced  devices,  Charles 
Keck,  the  coin’s  creator,  positioned  his  Panama  Canal  workman  oft  to  one 
side.  Opposite  the  portrait,  Keck  made  two  concentric  arcs  for  the  country s 
name.  The  reverse  continues  the  trend  and  is  a  far  cry  from  anything 
attempted  before  in  American  numismatics.  A  pair  of  sprightly  dolphins  frol¬ 
ic  above  and  below  the  central  denomination  giving  a  happy  feel  to  the  artist’s 
trim  design  (#7449)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  of  U.S.  Type 
Coins. 
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1  6  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  $2.50.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  The  surfaces  have  a  bright,  metallic,  sarin-like  sheen  like  no  other.  And  there  is  no  need  to  fret  about  an 

unsuccessful  strike  left  by  the  rebound  of  the  dies  that  coined  this  quarter  eagle,  because  even  a  cursory  examination  of  the  piece  reveals  nice  clarity  of  detail, 
including  the  centers.  A  frosty  gem  housed  in  an  early  style  PCGS  holder. 

As  can  be  seen,  the  coins  struck  for  this  expo,  such  as  this  handsome  Quarter  Eagle,  incorporate  some  of  more  modern  designs  found  on  America’s  coinage.  Instead 
of  a  traditional  look,  the  artist  proposed  an  unusual  motif  of  Columbia  seated  on  a  mythological  hippocampus,  half-horse,  half-sea  serpent.  The  eagle,  too,  was 
rendered  in  a  new  way  not  seen  before  on  an  American  production  coin.  It  was  modeled  upon  a  similar  eagle  seen  on  one  of  the  rare  Pattern  issues  (#7450)  Ex: 
The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins. 


1768  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  $50  Round.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  A  satiny  beauty.  Smooth,  rolling  luster  and  splashes  of  rich  gold  mingle  on  the  satiny  choice  sur¬ 

faces  with  only  a  few  light  hairlines  and  contact  marks. 

Imagine  the  advances  in  technology  which  had  to  be  surmounted  before  these  massive  2-1/2  ounce  gold  pieces  could  be  minted.  The  Philadelphia  Mint’s  four¬ 
teen-ton  medal  press  was  shipped  by  train  and  set  up  at  the  San  Francisco  facility  for  the  striking  ceremonies  for  the  Panama-Pacific  $50  gold  pieces.  It  is  claimed 
this  press  could  strike  a  coin  with  a  pressure  of  450  tons  per  square  inch.  By  comparison,  Morgan  Silver  Dollars  required  no  more  than  150  tons  of  force.  This 
medal  press  struck  1,500  of  each  $50  gold  piece,  for  a  total  3,000  coins  or  nearly  7,500  ounces  (value  today  at  $380  an  ounce  =  $2,775,000).  Unfortunately, 
there  were  few  takers  at  the  $100-per-coin  asking  price  and  so  only  645  Octagonal  and  483  Round  ‘fifties  were  sold.  The  overage  was  melted  (#7451)  Ex:  The 
Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

769  1915-S  Panama- Pacific  $50  Octagonal.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  An  more 

than  moderately  bright  and  lively  MS63  with  strong  golden  luster  and  a  con¬ 
fident,  no-compromises  strike  on  Minerva  and  the  owl.  Everything  you 
would  want  from  the  grade,  and  probably  then  some,  makes  this  a  highly 
prized  offering  within  the  collecting  community. 

For  1915,  the  Panama- Pacific  Internation  Exposition  organizers  gave  credit 
to  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  (1513)  and  the  completion  of  the  Pana¬ 
ma  Canal  (1914)  as  the  two  anchor  points  for  their  theme.  A  series  of  5  coins 
was  struck  for  the  occasion,  including  complete  sets  mounted  in  metal  frames 
or  leather  cases  sold  for  $200.  Many  sales  were  made  to  banks  and  other 
novices;  for  this  reason,  high  grade  examples  are  especially  hard  to  find.  The 
larger  the  denomination,  the  harder  to  locate.  Some  were  also  carried  as  sou¬ 
venir  pieces,  in  fact.  When  all  was  said  and  done,  only  483  Round  and  645 
Octagonal  $50  gold  pieces  were  sold.  And  it  can  be  assumed  (though  no  sep¬ 
arate  records  were  kept  in  this  regard)  that  numerous  specimens  in  the  hands 
of  the  public  were  melted  after  the  federal  government  seized  America’s  gold 
coins  in  1933.  We  estimate  there  are  200  or  so  of  the  round  pieces  remain¬ 
ing,  with  perhaps  300  to  350  in  this  octagonal  format  (#7452)  Ex:  The  Allan 
Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

Still  a 
scarce  Dahlonega  Mint  issue  after  all  that,  and  a  pleasing  enough  specimen 
to  suit  many  collectors  (#7519)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 

1775  1852-0.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Much  luster  remains  in  the  fields  and  with¬ 
in  the  devices  (#7520)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 

1776  1853.  ANACS  graded  MS-62.  Metal  flow  enhances  the  glittering  golden 
mint  frost  that  covers  the  surfaces,  giving  the  coin  a  shimmering,  glowing 
appearance.  The  original  mint  brilliance  is  only  interrupted  by  an  occasional 
hairline  or  mark  (#7521) 

1777  1853.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  An  early  Type  1  gold  dollar.  Lustrous  (#7521) 

Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 

1778  1853.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  Bright  and  glittering,  a  nice  frosty  example  of 
this  easily  collected  date.

A  rounded  impression 
was  left  by  the  stamp  of  the  dies  that  struck  this  rare  D-mint  dollar,  with 
some  mushiness  seen  in  the  weak  hair  and  feather  headdress  as  well  as  the 
lower  rim  denticles  on  the  obverse.  Much  of  the  reverse,  too,  was  stamped 
imperfectly;  also,  there  is  a  rim  cut  at  the  top  on  this  side.

11789  1858-S.  ANACS  graded  AU-55  Details.  Damaged,  as  it  appears  to  be  bent 

slightly.  A  scarce  year  nonetheless,  since  only  10,000  pieces  were  minted 
(#7550) 


11790  1860.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  An  attractive  and  very  original  Type  III  Proof 

gold  dollar  struck  in  the  year  leading  up  to  the  Civil  War.  The  delicate  cameo 
features  of  this  piece  are  without  a  shred  of  doubt  beautiful,  and  the  reflec¬ 
tivity  of  the  fields  is  open,  glowing,  and  free  of  the  usual  hazy  film  or  toning. 
Aside  from  some  trivial  hairlines  here  and  there,  no  major  marks  or  scratch¬ 
es  are  noted  on  this  major  rarity.  A  few  more  Proof  gold  dollars  were  pro¬ 
duced  in  1860-1861  than  all  of  the  other  years  from  this  decade  combined, 
but  of  these,  many  are  believed  to  have  been  melted  at  the  mint  shortly  there¬ 
after.  In  1860,  154  were  recorded  in  the  Mint’s  ledger  but  collector  demand 
was  weak  and  only  a  fraction  of  this  original  mintage  ended  up  in  collections. 
It  may  be  that  as  few  as  30  or  exist  today;  the  census  reports  point  to  an  even 
lower  figure.

this  actively  collected  gold  dollar  design.  Intense  cartwheel  luster  blends 
effortlessly  with  bright  golden  highlights  on  the  satin  surfaces.  1879  is  one 
with  a  lower  overall  mintage  than  some;  to  be  exact,  there  were  just  3,000 
business  strikes  made  along  with  30  Proofs  (#7581)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandel- 
stamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins. 


1793  1884.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65  Cameo  Ex  Reed.  The  mint’s  production  of 
Proof  gold  dollars  rose  to  1,006  pieces  in  1884  from  only  207  coins  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  as  a  few  interested  collectors  began  to  feverishly  hoard  the  design 
(possibly  in  the  expectation  of  this  denomination’s  demise).  Although  the 
former  mintage  figure  suggests  that  the  1884  is  an  easily  obtainable  issue, 
nothing  could  be  farther  from  the  truth.  In  fact,  we  believe  that  no  more  than 
50  to  1 00  examples  of  this  issue  are  extant,  the  majority  of  which  grade  lower 
than  this  gem  Proof  65. 

This  piece  exhibits  bright,  yellow-gold  luster  on  sparkling,  deeply  mirrored 
fields.  Close  examination  reveals  the  pleasing  “orange  peel"  texture  of  a  gold 
Proof  and  there  are  no  post-striking  problems  to  report.  A  very  special  offer¬ 
ing  for  the  gold  enthusiast  (#87634)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection 
ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

1796  1808.  About  Uncirculated.  Lightly  cleaned  but  plainly  above  average  for  the  grade  and  year.  The  1808  is  a  key  one-year  Type  (unlike  the  half  eagle  whose  design 

by  John  Reich  continued  from  1807  through  1812).  Typical  for  the  issue  are  flat  stars  on  the  right,  one  or  two  flat  stars  on  the  left  but  the  others  showing  their 
radial  lines,  The  rims  are  either  gone  or  only  smooth  outlines  rather  than  normal  denticles.  As  for  the  centers,  this  has  a  very  good  strike,  including  most  hair 
curls  and  the  clasp  at  the  shoulder  which  holds  the  drapery  together.  The  eagle  is  well  detailed,  as  is  the  shield.  Again,  the  rim  is  unevenly  struck,  showing  a  few 
denticles  along  the  left  and  lower  portion,  but  an  absense  of  a  rim  elsewhere,  as  though  the  dies  were  slightly  tilted  out  of  alignment  in  the  press.  Only  2,710

1797  1832.  ANACS  graded  MS-60  Details.  Scratched.  In  spite  of  the  minor 

problems,  a  lustrous  early  quarter  eagle  with  the  same  low  mintage  as  others 
in  the  1 829-34  “reduced  size”  design  by  John  Reich  as  modified  by  William 
Kneass.  The  head  of  Liberty  was  very  slightly  modified  for  this  coinage  issue 
of  1832,  giving  her  a  slightly  stronger,  more  matronly  appearance.  4,400  cir¬ 
culation  strikes  were  minted  along  with  a  small  number  of  Proofs  (#7672) 


1798  1833.  ANACS  graded  MS-60  Details.  Cleaned.  The  1833  quarter  eagle  is 

a  scarce  entry  in  the  lineup  of  rarities  of  this  classic  period  denomination. 
The  present  piece  is  nominally  Mint  State  60,  but  has  been  cleaned;  just  the 
same,  for  both  surfaces  retain  their  mint  frostiness.  Optimists  might  even  call 
it  a  full  MS62.  Because  the  quarter  eagle  denomination  wasn’t  popular  with 
depositors  (who  preferred  $5  gold  coins  from  the  Mint),  coinage  was  low 
throughout  the  early  1830s.  The  figure  recorded  for  1833  is  4,160  pieces

1800  1834.  No  motto.  PCGS  graded  EF-40.  Well  struck  with  excellent  hair  curls 
on  Liberty.  First  year  of  a  short  design  cycle  that  lasted  only  until  1839 
(#7692) 


1801  1836.  Script  8.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Although  essentially  brilliant,  the 

smooth,  satiny  surfaces  show  a  decided  tinge  of  iridescent  greenish  gold  color 
cast  at  certain  angles.  This  is  a  splendid,  almost  resplendent  Mint  State  64 
of  the  early  William  Kneasss  “classic  head”  design  for  a  quarter  eagle.  The 
date  has  a  “script  8”  rather  than  block  8. 

The  quarter  eagles  dated  1836  provide  the  largest  number  of  varieties  among 
any  issue  of  the  series.  Six  obverse  and  four  reverse  dies  were  combined  to 
produce  eight  different  die  varieties.  Among  these  are  Breen’s  Heads  of  1834, 
1835,  and  1837.  Two  distinct  date  styles  occur,  the  Block  8  with  thin  hori¬ 
zontal  center  stroke,  and  Fancy  8  (sometimes  called  Script  8)  with  thick  diag¬ 
onal  center  stroke  (#7694)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  of  U.\

1802  1836.  Script  8.  NGC  graded  AU-58.  Both  sides  are  soaked  in  in  nice  gold 

color  that  accents  the  ample  remaining  luster.  Often,  a  soft  impact  was  left 
by  the  recoil  of  the  likely  worn  dies  that  struck  this  year’s  coinage,  main  on 
Liberty’s  hair  at  the  brow  and  the  eagle’s  wing  junction  with  the  shield;  but 
in  a  few  instances  like  the  present  one,  the  opposite  is  the  case  and  the  coin 
has  a  nice  convincing  impression  (#7694) 


1803  1839-C.  About  Uncirculated.  Lightly  cleaned.  A  low  mintage  rarity  in  this 

short-lived  series  (1834-39),  and  the  second  year  quarter  eagles  were  minted 
at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  Mintage:  18,140  pieces.  This  has  pleasing  sur¬ 
faces  with  only  a  few  light  marks  on  the  portrait,  plus  relatively  choice  rims 
(#7699)

tied  for  finest  known  and  may  well  be  the  right  for  a  connoisseur’s  gold  quar¬ 
ter  eagle  set.  The  finest  example  listed  on  Winter’s  Condition  Census  is  an 
MS63  from  the  1980  ANA  Sale.  We  do  not  know  of  the  whereabouts  of  that 
coin  today  nor  how  it  grades.  However,  with  the  tightening  of  grading  stan¬ 
dards  over  the  past  22  years  it  is  questionable  whether  that  coin  is  in  an 
MS63  holder  today.  This  is  a  lustrous,  high  quality  coin  whose  details  are 
sharp  on  each  side  with  no  areas  of  weakness.  The  smooth  green-  to  yellow- 
gold  surfaces  exhibit  a  strong  a  nice  sheen  in  the  fields  with  mint  luster  inter¬ 
mixed  with  almost  prooflike  reflection.  Furthermore,  there  are  no  distracting 
marks  on  either  side  that  can  be  pointed  to  as  a  reliable  pedigree  identifier, 
just  a  few  wispy  contacts  allowable  by  the  Mint  State  63  definition  (#7718)

1 809  1850.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Struck  with  technical  exactness  throughout  the 

stars  and  hair,  the  hair  bun  and  Liberty’s  coronet,  with  decent  detail  in  the 
eagle.  With  greenish  to  pale  red-gold  patina  on  the  devices,  this  coin  has 
exemplary  color  along  with  its  choice  ‘63-quality  surfaces.  Scarce  in  this 
grade,  it  would  grade  higher  but  for  some  slight  hairlines  in  the  fields. 

What  was  happening  in  America  in  mid-century,  the  year  this  gold  quarter 
eagle  was  struck?  Lots!  But  we  ll  just  give  you  a  small  vignette  of  the  times: 
Millard  Fillmore  was  one  of  America’s  greatest  presidents.  Elected  in  1850,  he 
did  little  —  other  than  trying  to  preserve  peace  in  the  period  leading  up  to 
the  War  Between  the  States.  Preserving  peace  was  an  achievement,  but 
instead  of  giving  the  man  credit,  historians  hold  up  Abraham  Lincoln  for 
praise.  America  has  never  suffered  more  harm  than  on  Lincoln’s  watch.  Still, 
it  is  the  Lincoln  Memorial  to  which  crowds  of  disciples  repair,  not  the  Fill¬ 
more  Memorial.  As  far  as  anyone  knows,  no  shrine  exists  to  Fillmore,  who 
not  only  kept  the  peace,  he  also  installed  the  first  system  of  running  water  in 
the  White  House  —  giving  the  place  its  first  bathtub.  Fillmore  was  a  modest 
man.  Oxford  University  offered  him  an  honorary  degree.  But  Fillmore  could¬ 
n’t  read  Latin.  He  refused  the  diploma,  saying  he  didn’t  want  a  degree  he 
couldn’t  read.  He  served  one  term  in  office  and  died  in  1874  in  Buffalo,  New 
York  (#7755)

Somewhat  finer  than  typically  seen  for  the  date,  with  fairly  decent  design 
details  at  the  center  on  both  sides.  This  has  the  closed  3  date. 

The  shift  from  the  Closed  3  to  Open  3  dates  in  all  denominations  was  due 
to  the  following  criticism  by  A.  Louden  Snowden,  Chief  Coiner,  addressed 
to  James  Pollock,  Director  of  the  Mint,  dated  January  18,  1873: 

“I  desire  in  a  formal  manner  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  ‘figures’  used  in 
dating  the  dies  for  the  present  year.  They  are  so  heavy,  and  the  space  between 
each  so  small  that  upon  the  smaller  gold  and  silver,  and  upon  the  base  coins 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  with  the  naked  eye,  whether  the  last  fig¬ 
ure  is  an  eight  or  a  three.  In  our  ordinary  coinage  many  of  the  pieces  are  not 
fully  brought  up,  and  upon  such  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  what  is  the 
last  figure  of  this  year’s  date.  I  do  not  think  it  is  creditable  to  the  institution 
that  the  coinage  of  the  year  should  be  issued  bearing  this  defect  in  the  date. 
I  would  recommend  that  an  entire  new  set  of  figures  avoiding  the  defects  of 
those  now  in  use,  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  day.”  (#7817) 


1813  1878.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Pleasing  choice  quality.  Each  side  has  a  beam¬ 

ing  fresh-gold  center  that  is  surrounded  by  a  nice  margin  of  pale  red-gold 
color  Struck  with  scientific  exactness  throughout  the  hair  and  coronet  as  well 
as  the  stars;  the  reverse,  too,  received  a  full  blow  from  the  dies  (#7828) 


1814  1893.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Ultra  Cameo.  Ultimate  quality  for  this  date, 

there  are  only  a  few  graded  for  the  “Ultra  Cameo”  contrast,  and  collectors 
should  realize  that  most  1893  issues  (not  only  the  rare  Proof  gold  issues,  but 
the  Proof  silver  coins  as  well)  while  struck  with  traditional  cameo  frost 
rarely  come  this  “ultra.”  Only  the  first  few  coins  off  of  brand  new  dies  ever 
show  a  frosted  eagle  and  Liberty  with  such  splendor.  This  coin  may  well  be 
the  first  coin  off  of  such  dies,  since  its  depth  of  frost  is  little  short  of  amaz¬ 
ing!  It  is  very  likely  that  the  combined  population  of  Gem  Proofs  is  a  small 
fraction  of  the  number  from  the  original  mintage  of  106,  and  the  stated  grad¬ 
ing  census  must  be  modified  by  the  reality  of  multiple  submissions  of  coins 
between  the  services.  Essentially  pristine  surfaces,  aside  from  some  very 
microscopic  hairlines,  and  identifiable  at  once  by  the  strong  contrast  between 
the  “orange  peel  mirror  fields  and  heavily  frosted  devices.  11  you  demand

pieces.  Although  struck  from  a  single  set  of  Proof  dies,  there  were  two  sepa¬ 
rate  deliveries  during  the  year.  The  earliest  group  of  coins,  numbering  20 
pieces,  was  produced  on  February  19.  The  dies  were  then  stored  until  a  fur¬ 
ther  25  coins  were  minted  on  June  13.  The  collector  must  allow  for  duplica¬ 
tion  in  arriving  at  the  number  of  surviving  1876  threes,  but  even  so  it  seems 
that  no  more  than  25-30  pieces  are  left  in  collectors’  hands  today.  The  pop¬ 
ulation  of  unimpaired  examples,  conversely,  is  much  lower,  with  as  many  as 
a  dozen  specimens  having  been  negligently  cleaned  or  even  used  as  pocket 
pieces. 

This  high  quality  Gem  cameo  Proof  65  beauty  displays  strong  contrast 
between  the  fields  and  devices,  and  there  is  a  customary  “halo”  effect  in  inter¬ 
vals  around  the  head  of  Liberty,  the  result  of  slight  granularity  in  the  fields. 

T  he  color  is  a  bright  gold  with  a  brilliant,  almost  wicked  levels  of  glitter  and 
flash.  In  short,  a  majestic  example  of  this  important  $3  gold  rarity.  Set  in  a 
newer  PCGS  holder,  it  might  even  be  described  more  carefully  as  a  “deep”  or

1859  1879.  Flowing  hair.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Housed  in  early  NGC  grading  holder  #239507-002,  this  historic  cameo-quality  Four-Dollar  gold  piece,  or  “Stel¬ 

la”  as  it  came  to  be  known,  was  proposed  to  solve  a  couple  of  problems  facing  the  United  States  system  of  coinage  in  the  1870s.  The  first  was  to  make  a  com 
whose  “intrinsic  measure  and  value”  as  part  of  the  design  was  sufficient  to  make  it  useful  as  in  international  trade  to  compete  with  similarly  sized  Continental 
gold  coins  as  well  as  the  English  sovereign.  The  other,  as  a  bone  tossed  to  the  Western  silver  mining  “Interests  as  they  were  called,  was  to  strike  these  using  an 
alloy  with  either  4%  silver  or  10%  silver,  thereby  increasing  sales  of  this  semi-precious  metal  by  the  silver  mining  states.  Despite  all  the  hoopla  surrounding  the 
issue,  the  Stella  project  was  quickly  abandoned  and  forgotten  by  all  but  consummate  coin  collectors.  With  425  1871  Flowing  Hair  coins  minted,  split  into  two 
groups,  25  of  which  are  considered  “originals”  and  made  in  1879,  followed  by  400  strikes  from  the  same  dies  made  in  1880,  this  is  a  scarce  offering  in  choice 
condition.  Among  the  survivors,  this  is  an  eye-catching  frosted  Proof  64,  one  of  the  freshest  examples  in  its  class  you  will  ever  see  certified  by  a  third-party  grad¬ 
er.

I860  1795.  Small  eagle.  NGC  graded  MS-61.  A  well  struck,  lustrous  example  of 

America’s  first  gold  coinage.  The  fields  as  well  as  the  devices  full  frosty  with 
gently  rolling  luster.  Only  widely  spaced  marks  and  hairlines  account  for  the 
modest  grade;  without  these,  a  higher  numerical  grade  would  be  necessary 
from  NGC. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  new  Mint  Director,  Henry  William  DeSaussure, 
after  Pres.  Washington  had  appointed  him  (1795)  over  his  own  protests,  was 
to  announce  his  two  major  ambitions  for  the  Mint.  The  first  of  these  was  to 
place  gold  into  circulation;  the  second,  to  improve  all  current  coin  designs. 
His  predecessor,  David  Rittenhouse,  about  May  1795,  had  already  ordered 
Robert  Scot  to  prepare  dies  for  half-eagle  coinage.  DeSaussure  publicized  the 
Mint’s  readiness  to  coin  deposits  of  gold,  and  on  July  31  he  signed  his  first 
delivery  warrant,  authorizing  the  Coiner  to  transfer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Mint  a  batch  of  744  half  eagles.  Between  then  and  Sept.  16  the  Mint  released 
8,707  pieces,  thought  to  comprise  2,749  Wide  Dates  (Breen  encyclopedia 
estimate)  and  5,958  Close  Dates.  Die  life  in  those  days  was  excessively  short 
die  life,  requiring  the  mint  to  resort  to  numerous  die  pairings  to  get  this  small 
number  of  coins  minted.  The  Director  interrupted  coinage,  otherwise  the 
mintage  might  have  been  higher,  because  he  wished  the  Coiner’s  Department 
to  begin  issue  of  eagles,  or  $10  coins. 

Robert  Scot  designed  the  1795-98  Small  Eagle  coins.  Scot’s  ultimate  source 
for  his  obverse  design  is  unknown.  Probably  he  copied  some  unlocated 
engraving  of  a  Roman  copy  of  a  Hellenistic  goddess,  altering  the  hair,  adding 
drapery  and  an  oversize  soft  cap  (This  is  not  the  pileus  or  liberty  cap  seen  on 
other  issues  of  America’s  coinage.)  (#8066)

Note  the 
fine  engraving  of  both  the  obverse  and  reverse,  each  star  is  beautifully 
detailed.  Furthermore,  great  care  was  taken  in  the  placement  of  each  so  that 
no  point  overlapped  the  neighboring  star,  and  the  tenth  star  just  kisses  Lib¬ 
erty’s  cap.  Similar  on  the  lettering,  some  touch,  others  just  miss  each  other. 
The  engraver  had  some  trouble  with  AME,  and  the  serifs  of  the  M  overlap 
both  surrounding  letters  as  there  simply  was  not  enough  space  to  squeeze  all 
three  in  without  overlapping  the  eagle’s  wing. 

As  to  the  overdate,  it  is  most  visible  with  the  aid  of  magnification,  with  a 
somewhat  large  5  partially  obscured  below  the  6.  Free  of  adjustment  marks 
or  other  problems,  just  minor  handling  ticks  from  brief  circulation  the  coin 
is  outstanding  in  every  way,  including  its  warm  orange-gold  color  (#8067) 


1864  1796,  6  over  5.  Small  eagle.  PCGS  graded  EF-40.  The  popular  overdate 

1796  half  eagle  with  its  clear  impression  from  the  dies  including  all  hair  and 
cap  detail  as  well  as  the  eagle.  Early  American  gold  coinage  like  this  presents 
the  advanced  collector  with  many  options  as  to  which  way  to  collect.  Some 
choose  to  go  the  root  of  a  gold  Type  set  featuring  the  small  eagle  $5  gold 
struck  only  in  1793-98;  others  take  a  deep  breath  and  decide  to  pursue  a  date 
set  of  these  handsome  but  difficult  coins  to  find.  The  coin  offered  in  this  lot 
is  certain  to  please  every  collector  with  the  means  to  pursue  such  a  marvelous 
key  issue  (#8067) 


1865  1800.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Powerfully  burning  luster  still  gleams  like  a 

golden  fire  on  the  satiny,  largely  brilliant  surfaces  of  this  near-perfect  AU58. 
A  flicker  of  light  gold  highlights  the  uppermost  hair  on  Liberty’s  likeness, 
with  comparable  splashes  on  the  reverse.  There  are  only  a  couple  of  small 
marks  seen,  one  just  before  the  face  and  another  on  the  upper  part  of  the 
neck,  but  the  devices  are  sharp,  the  rims  choice,  and  as  said  already,  the  fields

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1866  1800.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  The  1800  mintage  of  37,628  pieces  is  in  line 

with  others  of  the  period,  and  all  early  half  eagles  of  this  type  (heraldic  eagle 
reverse)  can  be  considered  scarce  in  the  context  of  the  series.

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1873  1808.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  An  utterly  incredible  1808  half  eagle,  an  example  of  this  date  one  can  only  dream  exists  until  one  actually  turns  us.  Sharply  impressed 

by  the  dies  with  every  nuance  of  the  design  elements  crisp  and  full  it  has  great  “depth"  in  the  detail,  or  if  you  prefer  the  opposite  analogy,  sheer  mountain  ridges 
between  the  hair  curls  and  stripes  in  the  shield.  The  color  ranges  from  bright  orange-gold  to  the  familiar  yellowish-green  hues  often  seen  on  these  early  classic 
head  pieces.  As  to  the  luster,  it  is  full  and  complete,  with  a  radiant  glow  that  entices  the  eye.  Any  further  words  would  be  overkill.  The  photographs,  for  those 
who  haven’t  time  or  the  inclination  to  view  this  marvel  in  person,  shows  that  it  has  none  of  the  usual  trivial  contact  marks,  nothing  worthy  of  note  through  and 
through.  Easily  identifiable  as  the  only  MS66  reported  -  and  likely  to  ever  be  reported! 

The  NGC  online  census  report  notes  that  only  1  has  been  so  graded,  with  the  next  bunching  of  coins  two  full  points  lower  at  64  grade,  placing  this  in  the  illus¬ 
trious  position  of  being  the  Finest  Certified. 

As  a  side  note,  and  to  pique  the  interest  of  true  collectors  who  find  the  history  of  coin  manufacturing  almost  as  interesting  as  owning  the  coins  themselves.  The 
final  star  (just  right  of  the  date)  has  the  familiar  notch  on  the  arm  of  the  outer  point.  This  notch  is  agreed  by  most  to  be  the  signature  if  you  will  of  John  Reich, 
the  coin’s  designer.  On  all  dies  from  1807  to  1815  in  the  half  eagle  series  (the  years  Reich  worked  for  the  mint)  this  small  notch  is  noted  in  the  same  location  on 
the  last  star.  Of  lesser  interest,  but  still  a  curiosity  is  the  small  mark  located  at  the  base  of  each  T  on  the  reverse,  perhaps  the  T  punch  was  damaged,  and  this 
strange  mark  is  present  on  both  half  eagles  and  quarters  (apparently  the  Mint  used  the  same  letter  punches  on  each)  of  the  period  (#8102) 
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1874  1809,  9  over  8.  NGC  graded  MS-60.  Satiny,  lustrous  surfaces  display  pale 

gold  iridescence  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  with  a  little  more  brightness  on 
the  reverse.  Normal  light  abrasions  and  hairlines  are  expected  on  a  Mint  State 
60  minimally  Uncirculated  specimen  like  this,  but  the  strike  detail  is  much 
sharper  than  you’d  expect,  while  the  9  over  8  overdate  is  clear  to  the  eye.  If 
you  favor  owning  one  of  the  classic  half  eagles,  why  not  go  with  this  overdate 
since  it  doesn’t  cost  you  any  more  than  a  normal  date  1807,  1808,  or  1810 
but  has  the  added  allure  of  this  interesting  feature  (#8104) 


1875  1835.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  We  won’t  go  so  far  as  to  say  this  handsome 

1835  is  a  crack-out  candidate,  for  we  wouldn’t  want  to  encourage  that  sort  of 
activity  in  our  bidders.  Just  the  same,  this  classic  style  half  eagle  does  display 
a  pleasant  golden  show  of  luster,  so  fresh  it  is  almost  swooning  with  warm 
yellow-gold  luster.  Devices,  as  well,  are  resplendent  in  all  areas,  sharp,  as 
struck,  as  desired  by  collectors,  which  the  grading  service  has  clearly  abided 
by  when  assigning  the  grade,  as  also  desired  by  collectors  (#8173)  Ex:  The 
Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins. 


1876  1836.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Excellence  seems  to  be  the  watchword  in  this 

sale,  and  the  presently  offered  1836  $5  add  force  to  that.  While  there  are  an 
adequate  number  of  1836  half  eagles  in  numismatic  collections,  only  a  few 
that  we  have  ever  offered  equal  the  choice  appearance  and  overall  quality  of 
this  Mint  State  63.  The  obverse  has  a  nice  strike,  with  hair  details  clear,  the 
stars  full,  the  denticles  complete,  and  the  date  bold  —  the  focus  of  the 
design.  The  reverse,  perhaps  even  more  splendidly,  maintains  this  model  of 
strike  completeness  — what  with  the  eagle’s  wing  detailed,  the  leaves  in  the 
olive  branch  crisp  including  leaf  veins,  the  arrowheads  showing  all  their  fea¬ 
tures,  the  dentils  complete,  and  everything  else.  As  if  this  were  not  enough, 
the  fields  are  frosty  gold  and  lustrous  with  only  a  few  light  handling  marks. 
If  this  piece  had  been  certified  as  MS-64  we  would  have  agreed  (#8174)

struck  as  well.  A  splendid  example  of  the  No  Motto  Liberty  $5  from  thi: 
period. 

The  1 840s  were  a  time  of  exploration  in  the  Western  third  of  America.  Cap¬ 
tain  John  Charles  Fremont,  nicknamed  “the  Pathfinder,”  directed  one  of  tht 
important  scientific  expeditions  into  the  Rocky  Mountains  in  1842  and  to 
the  Great  Basin  between  the  Rockies  and  the  Sierras  in  1843-44.  Fremont 
returned  with  reports  on  new  genera  and  species  of  plants,  maps  of  geologi 
cal  formations,  and  he  made  astronomical  and  meteorological  observations 
He  also  provided  an  engaging  account  of  the  expedition’s  journey  in  hit 
memoirs,  including  a  harrowing  ride  in  an  India-rubber  boat  on  the  Platn 
River  as  it  coursed  through  a  narrow  canyon:  (#8213)

1880  1845-0.  Fine.  Worn  but  in  sufficiently  high  condition  to  charm  the  mos 
novice  collector  (#8225)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 


1881  1847-C.  PCGS  graded  EF-40.  Near  the  peak  of  production  at  Charlotte! 

the  1847-C  is  widely  available  in  various  grades  through  Mint  State  and 
always  attracts  interest  from  collectors.  Toned:  normal  surface  abrasions  Irotl 
circulation  (#8233)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 
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1882  1847-D.  PCGS  graded  EF-45.  Another  of  the  more  affordable  issues  from 

this  otherwise  very  scarce  branch  mint  in  Georgia.  Normal  circulation  wear 
and  handling  but  smoother  than  average  and  therefore  much  more  attractive 
for  the  type  (#8234)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 


1887  1882-CC.  ANACS  graded  MS-62.  Pleasant  warm  golden  satin  surfaces  dis¬ 

play  lots  of  luster  and  only  a  few  slight  marks.  One  would  be  hard  put  to  find 
a  more  truly  beautiful  CC-mint  specimen  of  a  popular  1880s  issue  with  not 
even  a  smidgen  of  softness  on  the  hair  or  coronet.  Only  82,817  piecs  mint¬ 
ed  (#8359) 


1883  1851-D.  NCS  graded  About  Uncirculated  Details.  Reverse  Damage.  Sev¬ 

eral  deep  scratches  below  the  arrowheads.  Lustrous  elsewhere  and  otherwise 
choice  (#8248)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 


1884  1860-C.  NCS  graded  EF-40  Details.  Damaged.  Some  digs  and  gouges  on 

the  obverse  and  several  lesser  marks  on  the  reverse,  but  still  lustrous  for  the 
issue  and  a  scarce  coin  overall  (#8285)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 


1885  1871.  ANACS  graded  MS-62.  Almost  all  Philadelphia  mint  half  eagles 

struck  in  the  1870s  are  scarce  to  rare.  This  is  due  to  their  low  mintage,  high 
attrition,  and,  today,  expanding  collector  base.  1871  is  typical  ol  the  series  in 
which  only  3,230  pieces  were  minted.  The  average  grade  that  is  offered,  when 
it  is  offered,  tends  to  hover  around  Very  Fine.

eagle,  a  cameo  frosted  beauty,  takes  its  place  at  the  Master  of  Ceremony’s 
table  among  roster  of  surviving  choice  Proof  gold  coins  in  the  present  centu¬ 
ry.  The  devices  are  very  crisp  and  are,  for  that  matter,  very  frosty,  accenting 
the  portrait,  eagle,  and  other  features  against  a  field  of  “orange  peel”  mirror 
beauty,  characteristic  of  gold  of  this  period.  We  don’t  know  why,  but  for  some 
reason  the  orange-peel  effect  is  not  as  prevalent  on  the  copper  or  silver  Proofs. 

Only  66  Proofs  were  reported  struck  in  1885,  probably  fewer  than  half  this 
number  exist  today.  That  being  the  case,  only  a  handful  could  possibly  hold 
a  candle  to  this  lovely  Proof  63  with  its  cameo-jewel  devices.  NGC  Pop:  3,

1890  1890-CC.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  A  glossy  coin  and  a  sharp  strike  by  any 

benchmark.  What’s  more,  this  has  an  engaging  display  of  pale  orange  gold  iri¬ 
descence  that  soars  across  the  highly  lustrous  if  lightly  bagmarked  surfaces  of 
this  scarce  branch  mint  half  eagle.  The  strike  is  strong  for  an  1890-CC, 
another  bonus  for  collectors  (#8376)

1895  1906.  NGC  graded  Proof  65  Cameo.  Of  the  85  proofs  struck  in  this  year, 

it  is  estimated  that  today  some  60  pieces  are  in  collections  in  all  grades.  This 
piece  is  deeply  reflective  and  shows  some  beautiful  gold  frosting  over  all  the 
devices,  which  yields  a  smooth,  two-tone  or  “cameo”  effect.  This  is  somewhat 
unusual  since  the  Mint  went  to  a  little-  or  no-contrast  method  of  Proof  fin¬ 
ishing  after  1901,  with  some  contrast  returning  in  1905  and  1906  but  rarely 
to  this  wonderful  degree.  Even  reddish-golden  color  covers  each  side  and 
there  are  no  obvious  or  detracting  blemishes  present  and  little  in  the  way  of 
hairlines.  A  nearly  superb  Gem,  therefore.  Housed  in  NGC  holder  1937983- 
002  and  definitely  worth  your  consideration  (#88501) 


1896  1908.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  Rich  golden  fresh  color  of  a  newly  minted  hall 

eagle.  A  well  struck  Gem  that  has  gleaming  fields.  Broadly  and  well  struck  on 
the  legends  and  main  device,  which  is  unusual,  this  handsome  1908  can 
boast  truthfully  about  its  bold  of  detail  at  the  centers.  So  too  will  the  suc¬ 
cessful  bidder  boast  about  his  new  purchase  (#8418)

1  908  1796.  PCGS  graded  AU-50.  Just  one  die  variety  is  known  for  the  1796  capped  bust  eagle.  The  obverse  stars  total  16,  reflecting  Tennessee’s  admittance  as  a  new  state, 

arranged  eight  and  eight.  LIBERTY  is  positioned  higher  on  the  obverse  than  on  the  1795  varieties,  starting  from  the  peak  of  Liberty’s  cap  (farther  left  than  on  the  1795 
coin)  and  ending  adjacent  her  forelocks.  The  palm  branch  on  the  reverse  now  bears  1 1  leaves  instead  of  13  or  nine  as  in  1795.  The  mintage  is  4,146.  Even  yellow  gold 
with  tinges  of  greenish  color  throughout.  Somewhat  reflective  in  the  fields,  as  seen  on  the  few  remaining  examples,  it  retains  much  of  its  original  bloom  off  the  dies.  As 
you  can  see  from  the  detailed  photos,  this  coin  was  sharply  struck  by  the  dies.  In  fact,  when  was  the  last  time  you  saw  a  1796  eagle  that  showed  the  feathers  on  the  eagle’s 
neck  and  body?  Rarely  perhaps,  which  makes  this  coin  special  indeed  (#8554)  Ex:  The  Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

1909  1796.  AU-50.  An  elevated  degree  of  smooth  reddish  gold  luster  springs  to  life  on  this  handsome  example  of  the  rare  "small  eagle”  Type.  Highlights  include  bold  stars  on 

both  sides  of  Liberty,  a  bold  cap  along  with  excellent  hair  definition  that  the  picture  shows  has  no  problems  about  it  whatsoever.  And  where  close  examination  with  a  glass 
on  most  1796  eagles  reveals  detail  that  is  somewhat  yielding  at  the  reverse,  here  we  find  the  opposite:  much  more  detail  can  be  found  on  the  eagle,  its  head,  wings,  legs, 
and  especially  its  nice  breast  feathers,  than  on  the  typical  example  of  the  Type.  A  rock-solid  example  in  its  grade  that  will  delight  the  connoisseur  ol  these  rare  earl\  gold 

pieces.

this  is  barely  noticed.  The  stars  are  mainly  sharp  except  for  #3  and  12  which 
are  weak;  all  cap  folds  and  hair  waves  nicely  separated  and  clear.  The  rims  are 
quite  choice.  There  is  a  short  obverse  die  crack  from  the  rim  along  the  left 
side  of  L  then  well  into  the  cap  (#8562) 


1911  1801.  ANACS  graded  MS-60  Details.  Tooled.  Where  a  collector  might 

expect  to  see  the  usual  deviation  in  the  sharp  relief,  mainly  in  the  centers  of 
the  coin  where  the  design  often  failed  to  completely  fill  the  dies,  this  better 
than  average  1801  specimen  takes  the  opposite  road  by  being  boldness  per¬ 
sonified!  There  is  some  die  clash  in  the  cap  from  the  shield  lines  of  the  reverse 
that  takes  the  form  of  several  raised  lines,  almost  like  rays  (#8564) 


1912  1801.  NCS  graded  Uncirculated  Details.  Tooled,  polished,  but  just  the 

same  an  historic  early  $10  gold  piece  that  most  collectors  will  nod  in  agree¬ 
ment  deserves  a  lovingly  place  in  somebody’s  collection.  Coinage  authority, 
including  specified  weights  and  fineness  of  the  eagle  conforms  to  that  of  the 
half  eagle  or  $5  denomination.  The  large  eagle  reverse  appears  in  1797  and 
lasts  until  the  abrupt  end  of  the  series  in  1804.  Many  of  these  early  pieces 
show  cleaning  or  file  scratches  from  the  mint’s  practice  of  adjusting  weight.

1915  1851-0.  NGC  graded  AU-58.  This,  while  a  relatively  plentiful  issue,  is  nev¬ 

ertheless  a  very  choice  example.  The  cheek  and  face  on  Liberty  are  well  above 
average  while  the  color  has  a  pleasing  dusky  gold  tint  with  plenty  of  mint 
bloom  left  in  the  surface.  Only  some  of  the  stars  are  flatly  struck,  while  the 
main  devices  are  nicely  detailed  (#8607) 


1916  1868-S.  NCS  graded  Extremely  Fine  Details.  Improperly  cleaned.  A  scarce 

year  with  only  96,000  minted  (#8654) 


1917  1870.  PCGS  graded  AU-53.  Very  lustrous  for  such  an  early  P-mint  date, 

with  nice  frost  extending  out  into  the  fields  on  both  sides.  There  is  the  usual 
crop  of  abrasions  on  the  face  but  mainly  in  the  fields;  rims  however,  a  much 
above  average.  The  1870  is  one  of  the  scarcest  dates  in  the  1860-1880  peri¬ 
od.  Only  4,000  business  strikes  were  made  (additionally,  25  Proofs),  with  the 
average  quality  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine,  and  rarely  showing  mint  luster 
(#8657)

1918  1873.  PCGS  graded  AU-55  Closed  3.  This  is  a  well  struck,  lustrous  exam¬ 
ple  of  a  very  rare  P-mint  eagle  from  the  1870s.  A  coin  whose  beauty  is  strik¬ 
ingly  fresh  and  original,  with  great  color  (warm  orange  gold)  and  limited  sur¬ 
face  abrasions. 

The  shift  from  the  Closed  3  to  Open  3  dates  in  all  denominations  was  due 
to  the  following  criticism  by  A.  Louden  Snowden,  Chief  Coiner,  addressed 
to  James  Pollock,  Director  of  the  Mint,  dated  January  18,  1873: 

“I  desire  in  a  formal  manner  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  ‘figures’  used  in 
dating  the  dies  for  the  present  year.  They  are  so  heavy,  and  the  space  between 
each  so  small  that  upon  the  smaller  gold  and  silver,  and  upon  the  base  coins 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  with  the  naked  eye,  whether  the  last  fig¬ 
ure  is  an  eight  or  a  three.  In  our  ordinary  coinage  many  of  the  pieces  are  not 
fully  brought  up,  and  upon  such  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  what  is  the 
last  figure  of  this  year’s  date.  I  do  not  think  it  is  creditable  to  the  institution 
that  the  coinage  of  the  year  should  be  issued  bearing  this  defect  in  the  date. 
I  would  recommend  that  an  entire  new  set  of  figures  avoiding  the  defects  of 
those  now  in  use,  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  day.”  (#8666) 

1919  1881.  PCGS  graded  MS-60.  Frosty  with  bagmarks  and  scuffs  (#8691)  Ex: 
The  Mort  Collection. 

1920  1881.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Minor  wear  on  the  high  points  and  scattered 
marks  (#8691)  Ex:  The  Mort  Collection. 

1921  1882.  PCGS  graded  MS-61.  Low  end  but  by  no  means  unattractive  if  you 
do  not  mind  a  plethora  of  bagmarks  in  the  mint  frost  (#8695)  Ex:  The  Mort 
Collection. 

\  1922  1882.  PCGS  graded  MS-60.  Your  basic  baggy  Uncirculated  Liberty  $5  gold

There  is  a  mere  hint  of  toning  in  the  fields,  which  does  not  inhibit  the 
impressive  “orange  peel  effect  of  the  mirrors  of  this  Liberty  Eagle.  Only  55 
made,  but  rarer  than  this  figure  suggests. 

Proof  gold  is  well  known  as  the  caviar  of  American  numismatics,  and  long- 
established  as  the  elite  of  all  collecting  specialties.  With  few  exceptions,  the 
mintage  of  proof  gold  is  very  small  compared  to  its  copper,  nickel  and  silver 
counterparts.  Further,  the  high  face  value  of  gold  coins  resulted  in  a  rate  of 
attrition  higher  than  non-gold  denominations.  This  is  especially  true  with 
the  $10  and  $20  gold  pieces,  which  was  more  money  at  the  time  than  most 
families  earned  in  a  week  or  two;  thus,  many  were  spent  (#88833)  Ex.  The 
Allan  Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

It  may  seem  strange  that  the  1932’s  mintage  is  as  large  as  it  is.  After  all,  this 
was  a  year  of  deep  business  depression  in  America  and  throughout  much  of 
Europe,  Great  Britain,  and  the  Far  East.  However,  the  explanation  is  simple, 
if  sad:  Americans  were  frightened  by  all  the  bank  closings  that  had  been  going 
on  since  the  1929  stock  market  crash.  In  order  to  defend  their  savings,  thou¬ 
sands  upon  thousands  of  everyday  men  and  women  went  to  their  banks  and 
withdrew  their  savings  in  the  form  of  real  money.  That  meant  gold  money. 
The  demand  for  gold  worked  its  way  through  the  Federal  Reserve  system  to 
the  federal  mints.  As  the  flight  to  gold  increased,  the  need  for  increased 
coinage  to  meet  the  demand  increased  with  it.  Finally,  incoming  President 
Roosevelt  put  a  stop  to  the  panic  in  the  only  politically  feasible  way.  He  put 
up  police  blocks  and  stole  the  remaining  gold  that  was  still  in  storage  in  the 
banks  and  the  mint  and  the  federal  reserve  pipeline.  So  those  who  were  lucky 
enough  to  withdraw  their  funds  in  time  showed  their  wisdom.  No  one  can 
say  when  it  will  happen  again  that  people  turn  to  the  timeless  value  of  gold, 
but  to  say  it  can  never  happen  again  is  the  opposite  of  wisdom  (#8884)

The  mint  at  San  Francisco  opened  in  1854  to  coin  the  flood  of  gold  bullion 
originating  from  California’s  Sierra  Nevada  mother  lodes.  From  gold’s  dis¬ 
covery  in  1848  until  the  mint  opened,  a  number  of  private  mints  operated  in 
this  part  of  the  state.  Much  of  the  issue  from  San  Francisco  went  east  through 
various  channels  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  commerce  and  for  use  as  export. 
Those  double  eagles  that  stayed  behind  in  California  were  used  a  currency 
since  the  state’s  residents  shunned  paper  money  of  any  kind.  The  Mint  State 
64  offered  here  is  quite  spectacular  and  among  the  choicest  in  existence.  Per¬ 
haps  only  a  few  thousand  frosty  original  coins  exist  out  of  the  original 
mintage.  These  trace  to  the  shipwreck  of  the  passenger  liner  S.  S.  Central 
America,  which  floundered  off  the  East  Coast  in  a  storm  late  in  1857 
(#8922) 


1978  1857-S. .  SSCA  4146.  PCGS  graded  S.S.  Central  America.  MS-64  Spiked 

Shield.  The  bright  gold  luster  on  both  sides  twirls  with  a  somewhat  satin  tex¬ 
ture.  Desirable  with  this  exact  strike,  even  though  we  need  to  point  out  some 
examples  from  the  Central  America  group  show  signs  of  weakness  in  the  cen¬ 
tral  regions,  this  coin  is  a  brilliant  exception  to  that  rule.  It  has  sharpness 
everywhere  (#8922) 
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1979  1857-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-62.  An  extremely  fine-looking  Type  1  Liberty 

double  eagle,  a  coin  with  superb  luster  and  a  wallop  from  the  dies  that  is 
amazingly  sharp.  Attractive  bright  luster  suggests  that  the  present  specimen 
spent  much  of  its  life  in  an  old  shipwreck.  Which  is  precisely  what  it  did! 
This  is  one  of  the  flashy  specimens  retrieved  from  the  wreck  of  the  S.  S.  Cen¬ 
tral  America  which  went  to  the  bottom  during  a  hurricane  in  the  autumn  of 
1857  (SSCA7608)  (#8922) 


1983  1867.  ANACS  graded  MS-62.  Another  choice,  lustrous  Mint  State  example 

from  the  time  just  after  the  Civil  War  when  the  American  government  began 
to  throttle  the  hulk  of  the  South  under  the  misnamed  program  historians 
refer  to  as  “Reconstruction.”  A  better  term  might  be  the  “Looting  Period”, 
which  lasted  the  better  part  of  30  years  and  decimated  an  already  moribund 
economy  for  several  million  people  (#8951) 


1980  1861.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  Shimmering,  satiny  gold  surfaces  are  alive  with 

natural  yellow-gold  color  and  warm  reddish  points  of  interest.  The  strike  is 
superior  to  many  of  this  period,  with  excellent  definition  to  the  pearls  on  Lib¬ 
erty’s  coronet,  for  example.  Contact  marks,  while  present,  are  minimal,  the 
most  noticeable  being  a  few  thin  luster  grazes  in  the  frost.  This  is  a  nice  Civil 
War  period  Type  1  (no  motto)  example,  seldom  found  in  grades  this  high 
(#8932) 


1981  1861.  ANACS  graded  AU-58.  The  right  coin  to  choose  if  you  wish  to  buy 

an  affordable  No  Motto  piece  for  a  gold  type  set.  1861  has  loads  of  history 
to  go  with  it,  since  this  was  the  year  the  country  tore  itself  apart  when  the 
Southern  states  broke  away  from  the  Union.  Lincoln  then  sent  his  armies 
into  the  South  in  the  hopes  of  reducing  the  rebels  to  submission.  But  what 
was  hoped  to  be  a  short  war  turned  into  a  long  4-year  grinding  tragedy.  Many 
double  eagles  struck  in  the  war  years  went  overseas  in  payment  for  war 
materiel.  This  is  a  nice  lustrous  specimen  for  the  collector  to  think  about  and 
admire  (#8932) 


1984  1867.  ANACS  graded  MS-62.  A  lustrous  bright  golden  example  with  the 

usual  array  of  bagmarks  from  the  group  or  small  hoard  that  was  found  and 
distributed  into  the  market  30  or  40  years  ago.  All  have  nice  flashy  luster  like 
this;  the  1867  is  one  of  the  most  affordable  (and  available)  Type  2  double 
eagles  (#8951) 


1985  1867.  PCGS  graded  MS-61.  A  worldly  dose  of  bright  golden  cartwheel  lus¬ 

ter  enlivens  the  broad  expanse  of  surface  on  this  attractive  1867.  The  fields 
are  lightly  bagmarked  and  with  a  few  faint  hairlines,  consistent  with  this 
grade,  while  the  strike  is  bold  enough  to  warrant  special  mention.  An  afford¬ 
able  Mint  State  of  the  scarcer  Type  2  design  featuring  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
above  the  eagle  for  the  first  time  on  this  denomination  (#8951)  Ex:  The  Allan 
Mandelstamm  Collection  ofU.S.  Type  Coins.

of  lath  and  plaster  on  the  San  Francisco  shore  front.  Building  upon  the  tradition  established  by  the  1876  Centennial  Exhibition  (1  hiladelphia),  1892-1893  World  s 
Columbian  Exposition  (Chicago),  the  1900  Paris  Exposition,  the  1904  St.  Louis  World’s  Fair,  and  other  such  events,  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposi¬ 
tion  showcased  marvels  of  technology,  art,  history,  and  science. 

After  the  event  ended,  nearly  everything  was  torn  down.  An  exception  was  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  which,  while  never  intended  to  be  a  permanent  structure,  stir 
vived  to  be  used  to  store  fire  engines  and  other  municipal  equipment.  In  recent  times  it  has  been  restored.  This  building  in  1  )  15  was  the  numismatic  focal  point 
of  the  Exposition.  Under  its  huge  dome  was  Farran  Zerbe’s  Money  of  the  World  exhibit  and,  after  the  fairs  closing,  his  concession  to  sell  the  remaining  Panama 

Pacific  coins  by  mail  order. 

Americas  fairs  and  expos  usually  revolve  around  a  theme.  For  1 9 1 5,  the  fair  organizers  honored  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  (1513)  and  the  aforementioned 
completion  of  the  Panama  Canal  (1914)  as  the  dual  anchor  points  for  their  theme.  A  series  of  5  coins  was  struck  for  the  occasion,  including  complete  sets  mount¬ 
ed  in  metal  frames  or  leather  cases  sold  for  $200.  Many  sales  were  made  to  banks  and  other  novices;  for  this  reason,  high  grade  examples,  especially  o  the  two 
$50  gold  denominations,  are  a  challenge  to  find.  The  larger  the  denomination,  the  harder  to  locate.  Some  were  also  carried  as  souvenir  pieces,  in  fact.  This  is  one 
of  the  few  remaining  choice  octagonal  $50  gold  coins  from  that  commemorative  event.  A  coin  with  satiny  luster  and  strikingly  attractive  features.  A  com  whose

It  is  more  than  likely  a  part  of  the  vast  assortment  of  coins 
and  gold  bars  destined  for  the  banks  of  New  England  where  there  was  a  busi¬ 
ness  panic  then  at  its  height.  With  the  loss  of  so  much  gold,  the  panic  turned 
into  the  Great  Depression  of  1857  as  it  spread  around  the  world  (SSCA 
7000). 


2110  S.S. Central  America.  1852  $10  Assay.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  A  gorgeous 
strike  of  the  finest  order  by  this  Territorial  minter,  there  is  abundant  luster 
throughout  the  devices,  and  around  the  legends  on  both  sides.  The  highly 
lustrous  surfaces  exhibit  mingled  medium  gold  coloration.  Furthermore,  all 
devices  are  nicely  struck  which  is  not  generally  the  case  with  the  issue.  Only 
because  it  went  down  in  a  shipwreck  did  it  survive  the  rigors  of  time;  other¬ 
wise  it  might  have  been  melted  at  one  of  the  Eastern  mints  and  returned  to 
circulation  as  a  federal  gold  coin  (SSCA  7084). 


PCGS  graded 
AU-50.  Amazing  lustrous  surfaces  are  alive  with  rich  gold  and  yellowish  bril¬ 
liance.  Nicely  struck  for  the  date,  with  some  reverse  details  present,  though 
nothing  approaching  “full”  can  ever  be  said  about  a  Wass,  Molitor  reverse  on 
this  denomination,  the  dies  were  just  in  miserable  condition.  Fully  struck 
coins  are  graded  by  the  obverse,  which  is  very  precise  on  this  strike.  A  rare

2112  S.S.  Central  America.  1852  $10  Humbert.  PCGS  graded  VF-35.  Well 
abraded  from  use,  this  is  a  more  typical  version  of  the  rare  884  THOUS 
Assay  Office  $20  gold  Territorial  issue.  The  reason  so  few  of  these  are  round 
today  is  that  much  of  the  issue  later  was  melted  at  the  opening  of  the  U.S. 
Mint  in  San  Francisco.  Much  of  the  territorial  gold  emerged  from  the  mint 
as  shiny  new  double  eagles  in  1854-70  before  the  gold  fields  were  played  out. 
An  unusual  find  for  the  collector,  this  traces  to  the  shipwreck  of  the  S.  S. 
Central  America  off  the  Carolina  coast  in  1857  (SSCA  7052).

Well 
worn  but  uninjured  by  its  sojourn  thousands  of  feet  down  in  Davey  Jones’s 
locker  where  it  rested  undisturbed  for  better  than  130  years  before  salvage 
operations  brought  it  to  the  surface.  Because  the  rims  are  not  knocked  about, 
we  can  easiliy  recommend  it  to  even  the  more  choosy  buyers.  The  United 
States  Assayer,  Augustus  Humbert,  had  a  contract  with  the  state  of  Califor¬ 
nia  and  the  federal  government  to  strike  this  pieces  at  a  time  before  there  was 
a  federal  mint  in  the  western  region  of  the  country.  Most  of  Humbert’s 
coinage  later  provided  the  substance  for  the  early  San  Francisco  mint  gold 
coins  (SSCA  7191). 


PCGS  graded  Deep  Cameo 
Proof.887  Fine  Cal  Gold.  Made  from  melted  down  S.  S.  Central  America 
gold,  this  interesting  replica  of  the  rare  Baldwin  and  Company  cowboy  coin 
has  the  inscription  Juste  &  Hunter  No.  4293  on  the  reverse  above  the  eagle, 
below  the  eagle,  the  date  2002  with  S.  S.  CENTRAL  AMERICA.

This  is  a  large  Justh  &  Hunter  gold  bar  face  plate  stamped  106.08  ounces,  887  Fine,  and  val¬ 
ued  at  $1945.07.  Serial  No.  4293,  one  of  the  recovered  bars  from  the  shipwreck  of  the  S.  S.  Central  America  and  an  historic  item  from  the  California  gold  rush

This  generally  choice  specimen  has  most  of  but  not  all  of  the  legend  readable 
outside  the  central  raised  circle,  with  four  date  digits  clearly  seen.  Parts  of 
AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT  UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  SAN 
FRANCISCO  are  obliterated  by  wear  or,  in  one  spot,  minor  smoothing 
(above  UNITED).  The  corners  are  decent  and  not  smashed  as  on  many.  Nor¬ 
mal  circulation  abrasions  are  accounted  for  in  the  grade.  The  fineness  of  these 
varied,  but  the  mint  settled  on  887  THOUS  for  those  struck  from  “native” 
alloys,  and  this  is  the  type  most  often  seen.

Tens  of  thousands  of  fifties  were  issued, 
and  just  as  many,  barring  a  few  residual  survivors  went  into  the  San  Francis¬ 
co  Mints  melt  pots  where  the  gold  they  contained  was  turned  into  flashy 
double  eagles  and  other  gold  denominations.  A  generally  well  preserved  piece 
with  visible  lettering  and  a  clear  date,  but  the  usual  abrasions  in  the  field  and 
on  the  devices  (#10214) 


2120  1852  U.S.  Assay  Office  $50  Gold,  887  THOUS.  PCGS  graded  EF-45 

887.  Struck  in  1851  and  again  in  1852,  the  Assay  Office  pieces  were  over¬ 
seen  by  mintmaster  Augustus  Humbert  under  contract  from  the  state  of  Cal¬ 
ifornia  to  provide  these  emergency  issues  until  a  time  when  the  federal  mint 
could  take  over  coinage.  The  present  example  has  nice  corners  (not  knocked 
about  as  on  many),  some  luster  present,  and  the  usual  mix  of  nicks  and 
scratches  because  it  is  so  large  and  heavy  (2-1/2  ounces  approximately)

ed  grades  even  though  quite  a  few  were  produced.  These  are  the  most  readi¬ 
ly  available  of  all  territorial  gold  coins,  and  were,  in  fact,  official  issues  of  the 
United  States  Government.  As  such,  these  are  legitimately  collectible  issues 
that  should  be  considered  part  of  the  Federal  double  eagle  series.  This  piece 
is  retains  its  frosty  surface  and  is  well  defined  throughout  with  notably  strong 
definition  on  the  shield.  The  green-gold  surfaces  show  very  few  abrasions  and 
have  just  the  slightest  hint  of  reddish  patina  (#10013)  Ex:  The  Allan  Man- 
delstamm  Collection  of  U.S.  Type  Coins.
